IN STATE GRAFT CASE 


Democratic Treasurer Charged 


with Taking Corporation 
Campaign Funds. 


TRACE CHECKS BY BANKS 


Bagman Fowler Again is Accused— 
Witnesses Will Be Heard In 
Hassett Case To-day. 


Arthur A. McLean, 2 liquor dealer and 
grocer of Newburg, for the last sixteen 
years Treasurer of the Democratic State 
Committee, was indicted yesterday 
afternoon by the Special Grand Jury in 
the Supreme Court for accepting cam- 
paign contributions from corporations. 
Two separate indictments were handed 
to Justice Davis against McLean. 

At the same time another indictment 
‘was found against Everett P. Fowler of 
Kingston, this time for soliciting a cam- 
paign contribution from a corporation. 
Fowler, who figured prominently in the 
John A. Hennessy revelations as the up- 
State Democratic ‘‘ bagman,” is already 
under indictment for extorting a cam- 
paign contribution from a Republican 
eontractor, and is out on $5,000 bail. 

Justice Davis signed bench warrants 
for the arrest of McLean and Fowler, 
and both are expected to appear before 
him to-day. The charge against them 
fs @ misdemeanor, punishable on vonvic- 
tion by a year in the penitentiary and a 
fine of $1,000. 

District Attorney Whitman and As- 
sistant District Attorneys Clark and Em- 


bree obtained the indictments against 
McLean and Fowler in less than two 
hours. 

As a result of the District Attorney’s 
g@rait inquiry, these five indictments have 
been found up to the present date: 

Everett P. Fowler, indicted on Nov. 14 for 
extortion; indicted Dec. 3 .for violation of 
Section 44 the Corporation 
Laws. 


James K, McGuire, New Rochelle, indict- 
ed Nov, 24 for violation of Section 44 of 
the Genera] Corporation Laws. 


Arthur A. McLean, Newburg, indicted 
Dec. 4 for violation of Section 44 of the 
General Corporation Laws; two separate 
indictments. 

Fifteen witnesses were awaiting the 
convening of the Special Grand Jury at 
2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, and Mr. 
Whitman lost no time in beginning 
work.

McLean a Power in Politics. 


It was in 1896 that McLean became a 
member of the Executive Committee of 
the Democratic State Committee, and 
the next year he was elected Treasurer. 
Thereafter his re-election followed every 
year. When a campaign was on Mc- 
Lean made his headquarters at the State 
Committee rooms, 1 West Thirty-fourth 
Street. When politics was dull he at- 
tended to his liquor and grocery busi- 
ness on Water Street, Newburg. He in- 
herited this business from his father. 
McLean has been regarded ag a wealthy 


man. 

In 1881 McLean was married to Miss 
Fannie Murphy, daughter of Charles J. 
Murphy, the man who introduced Amer- 
ican corn and corn products in Europe 
under the direction of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. They have 
six children, a daughter and five sons. 
Two of the sons, Henry C. McLean and 

elix Rossiter McLean, were cadets at 

est Point at the same time.

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ARD HITS COLORADO. 


State’s History——Snow 
Deluge Paralyzes Denver. 


Special to The New York Times. 

DENVER, Dec, 4.—The greatest snow- 
storm in the history of Colorado is rag- 
ing throughout the State to-night, 
Denver at 10 o’clock sixteen inches 0 
snow had fallen. Eleswhere in thie State 
the fall was as great as four feet. 

In Denver all traffic was stopped long 
before night, Shoppers and shopgirls 
were unable to reach their homes. Pub- 
lic buildings were thrown open to ac- 
commodate those unable to find their 
way. The Auditorium Theatre was the 
first. All the hotels followed. Even the 
State Capitol was filled with persons un- 
able to find their residences. 

Until 4:30 the snow fell straight down. 
Then 2a 
fierce gale began, and it was impossible 
to see more than a few feet ahead 
through the blinding snow. Business 
men became lost within a dozen doors of 
their offices. When the shopgirls start- 
ed home policemen carried young wo- 
men into places of safety. 

Automobiles were abandoned in the 
streets early in the afternoon, Street 
cars stopped at 5 o’clock. All trains in 
and out of Denver ard trains all over 
the State were thrown off their sched- 
ules. 

At Trinidad, where the striking coal 
miners and State troops were quartered, 
the snow was thirty-eight inches deep 
at 10 o’clock, and was still falling. The 
strikers were isolated, Several tents in 
which the soldiers were quartered were 
blown down. The men were taken into 
the officers’ quarters. 

Telegraph companies experienced no 
serious trouble, and the only trouble 
the telephone company nere had was 
through a shortage of operators, many 
being unable to leave their homes. 

At Colorado Springs street-car traffic 
has been tied up since early morning. 
Pueblo reported serious interruption of 


traffic and a heavy snowfall in South- 
eastern Colorado. 

Along parts of the Continental Divide 
from 36 to 48 inches of snow has fallen. 
Advices from the cattle ranges indi- 
eated that there had been no serious 
loss. 


CAN’T PARE SOUTHERN VOTE 


Republican National Committee Has 
No Power, Says Legal Report. 


DETROIT, Dec. 4.—The Republican 
National Committee has no authority to 
change the basis of representation and 
voting in national conventions. The 
ccemmittee has authority to change the 
method of choosing delegates to future 


national conventions so as to provide 


that delegates shall be chosen as the 
laws of the several States from time to 
time provide. The National Commit- 
\tee has authority to call a special na- 
tional convention of the party. 

These conclusions are reached in an 
opinion mads public here to-day by 


Charles B. Warren of Detroit, chair- 


man of the Legal Committee, appointed 
by the Executive Committee of the 


National Committee. 

_ The Executive Committee in Washing- 
ton last May voted to request the chair- 
man to call a meeting of the National 
Committee, to be held within sixty days 


after the expiration of the special ses- 
sion of Congress convened in March, 
1918. At this meeting the National Com- 
mittee will consider proposed plans for 
party reorganization, especially with a 
view to the reduction of Southern repre- 
sentation in National Conventions and 
the removal thereby of a course of 
poignant dissatisfaction. The Legal 


Committee was named to make a de- 
tailed examination of the questions that 


would arise. 

Mr. Warren’s opinion is concurred in 
iby the other members of the Legal 
| Committee, United States Senator Wes- 
iley L: Jones.of Washington; Represen- 
| tative James R. Mann of Illinois; James 
A. Fowles of Tennessee, ex-assistant 
attorney general; William Marshall 
Bullitt of New York, ex-Solicitor Gen- 
eral; Roy O. West of Illinois, and 
Sherman Grange of Ohio.

on | Fight Will Be Started on Barnes 


if He Attempts to Block 
the Radicals. 


SPLIT ON THE SPEAKERSHIP 


Independents and Progressives 
Have Candidates, While Barnes 
Faction Wants Hinman. 


The outlook for harmony between tne 
conservative and radical wings of the 
Republican Party in the State at the 
conference of leaders to be held at the 
Waldorf to-day and at the Republican 
Club to-night is not as bright as it might 
be. 

The liberal element in the party, com- 
posed of young Republicans who want 
to rehabilitate the organization in the 
city and State by declaring for a pro- 
gressive programme at Albany during 


tne next legislative session, will try to 
control the conference. Their plans to 
his end were completed yesterday. 

The ‘“ siandpat’’ element, led by State 
Chairman William Barnes, on the other 
hand, busied themselves wi.h a conser- 
vative programme that will _ as lite 
tle as possible to the radicals, 

The test will probably come upon the 
candidate for Speaker for the next As-« 
sembly. The liberal Republicans are 
split on the question. The so-called 
independents, who nave formed a com- 
mittee to work with the Progressive and 
independent Democratic Assembly-elect, 
insist upon the right to choose a candi- 
date of their own, while another ele- 
ment, made up for the most part of 
members of the Young Republican Club, 
wants to select a candidate for Speaker 
who is a member of the Republican or- 
ganization. 

Because of this division among the 
progressive Republicans, tae Barnes fac- 
|} tion hopes to have enough strength to 
| force the conference to declare in favor 
of a candidate of its own selection for 
| Speaker. The Barnes choice is Assem- 
i blyman-elect Harold J. Hinman of Al- 
{ bany, who announced his candidacy last 
n - 

The Young Republican Club faction 
j; has several candidates under consider- 
ation, while the independents have sent 


a list of questions to all the candi- 
dates, asking where they stand on cer- 
| tain legislative reforms which they hope 
to_carry_out next year. 

Ogden L. Mills, who was sent up State 
to find out who the Republicans in the 
various counties favored for Speaker, 
met nineteen of the Assemblymen-elect 

lat the City Luncheon Club yesterday 
and reported that the most popular can- 
didates were Alexander McDermont of 
Franklin County, John L. Sullivan of 
Chautauqua, and Clinton T. Horton of 
Erie. He found very little sentiment 
anywhere for Mr. Hinman. 

A number of Republicans, including 
County Chairman Samuel S. Koenig, 
wanted to know why it wouldn’t be the 
best thing to select a candidate from 
New York City. Immediately the Brook- 
lyn contingent insisted that if such a se- 


lection was made the candidate should 


come from Kings County, as Kings fur- 
nished twelve of the nineteen Repub- 
lican Assemblymen-elect. The eligibility 
of Almeth . Hoff of Brooklyn was 
then set forth, and his name will be 
considered at the conference to-day. 

It was said that: Horton of Erie stood 
a good chance of fxeing chosen if the can- 
didate of the Barnes faction should. be 
turned down. Mr. Horton was indorsed 


by the Progressives and the independent 


Democrats at the last election. After 
the conference at the Waldorf this after- 
noon the independent Republicans will 
meet at the Republican Club and con- 
sider Horton's availability. 

S. Clinton Crane, Chairman of the 
Speakership Committee of the Independ- 
ents, said yesterday he had received re- 
plies from seven of the nine candidates 
who had been asked for their opinion 
regarding legislative reform. Mr. Hin- 
man said in regard to the questions: 

“They deal with the adoption of the 
budget system in State finances, revis- 
ion of the rules of the Assembly, home 
rule, and direct primaries. I have been 
fighting to carry out this programme 
this year, and the simplest answer to 
all of these questions is to point to my 
record.”’ 

No matter what “action is taken re- 
garding the candidate for Speaker, the 
indications are that a progressive pro- 
gramme will be adopted at the con- 
ference. The Barnes supporters, it is 
said, are willing to accept certain re- 
forms, and will stand for a direct pri- 
mary bill if it does not include the abo- 
lition of the State convention. A work- 
ingmen’s compensation measure, the 
curtailment of the power of the Speaker 
and the Rules Committee, revision of 
the Assembly rules, and the establish- 
ment of a State Board of Estimate 
looking to budget reform are almost 
certain to be recommended, 

It was agreed yesterday by many of 
the radical Republicans not to make a 
fight on Chairman Barnes unless he 
undertook to block the progressive pro- 
gramme. It was pointed out that the 
party could not afford to encourage in- 
ternal strife at this time. Just what the 
Barnes supporters intend to do at the 
conference no one but those close to the 
State Chairman knows. Barnes has 
taken none of the younger Republicans 
into his confidence. When asked yes- 
terday what his plans were he replied: 

“You will find out when the con- 
ference begins.” 


PRENDERGAST QUITS MOOSE 


Controller Returns to Republican 
Fold—No Surprise, Says Bird. 


Controller William A. Prendergast, 
who has been high up in the counsels of 
the Progressive Party since it was or- 
ganized by Col. Roosevelt and who 
placed the Colonel in nomination for 
the Presidency in 1912, deserted the 
Progressives yesterday, and tne Repub- 
licans welcomed him back into their 
fold. The Republican leaders were jubi- 


lant, and they predicted that it meant 
the beginning of the end of the Bull 
Moose organization. Many Progressives 
who have been waiting to jump, they 
said, would follow his example. The 
Progressive leaders, on the other hand, 
said that their party was well rid of Mr. 
Prendergast, and that his desertion 
would have no particular effect. 

Mr. Prendergast Cid not enroll this 
year in any party, and in explaining his 
action yesterday he said: 

“T have been out of sympathy with 
the course of the Progressive Party 
since its meeting In Chicago, held sub- 
sequent to the last national election. I 
was disappointed in that meeting, as I 
considered that the result of the Presi- 
dential election made it evident that the 
third party idea was not acceptable to 
the American people, and that the con- 
tinuation of a third party movement 
could have no other effect than the 

~ haat success of the Democratic 

arty. 

“For one, I have never believed that 
the vote received by the Progressive 
Presidential ticket was any indication 
of the third party strength. With many 
others, I have always believed that its 
vote represented the great popularity of 
Col. Roosevelt and the influence of his 
tremendous personality. 

*“*No one will dispute that the Repub- 
lican Party presents to-day the most 
cohesive, effective force with which to 
combat the Democratic Party. The 
question before us is, Shall we concen- 
trate our strength upon this most ef- 
fective fighting force and make a real 
effort to carry the next Congress, or 
Gonpete our strength upon unnecessary 
candidacies and organizations? The time 
has come when there should be less talk 
of ‘Armageddon’ and _ more thought of 
the future of our own United States.”

GIRL KILLS MAN 
WHO SPURNED HER 


Salesman Had Complained to 
Employer of His Niece’s | 
Infatuation: 


Despondent because the man with 
whom she was in love did not recipro- 
cate her affection, Rose Pressman, 24 
years old, a stenographer, of 115 Wads- 
worth Avenue, shot and killed Nathan 
Chasan, 26 years old, of 1,430 Sixtieth 
Street, Borough Park, Brooklyn, at 6 
o’clock last night, and then shot her- 
Self, She is expected to die. The shoot- 
ing occurred in the women’s clothing 
establishment of Peter Pressman, an 
uncle of the girl, on the ground floor 
of the loft building at 20 West Seven- 
teenth Street. 

Chasan had been employed by Mr. 
Pressman as a salesman for several 
years. The girl had been confidential 
clerk and stenographer, but was dis- 
charged about eighteen months ago, 
when Mr. Pressman, who lives at 46 
Fort Washington Avenue, saw that she 
was infatuated with the salesman. 

According to Mr. Pressman, who was 
the only witness to the tragedy, his 
niece is an orphan and has suffered 
from melancholia. She ts attractive in 
appearance, but she has been very self- 
willed, he said. She had been employed 
as a stenographer in his office for a 
year, he told the police, when Chasan 
informed him that her affection for him 
was causing him embarrassment. Mr. 
Pressman said he rebuked his niece for 


her lack of reserve. She grew very 


angry, and as a result of their inter- 
view, the uncle said, he dismissed her. 
He took this step, he said, expecting | 
that she would return repentant within | 
a few days. She never returned, and | 
afterward he learned that she had on 


tained another place as a stenographer | 


with a wholesale house downtown, 


The uncle had not seen the girl since 
the day when she was discharged until 
she walked into his office about 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. He was 
glad to see her and greeted her cor- 
dially. She did not appear to be labor- 
ing under any excitement. Mr. Press- 
man talked with her for some time, but 
nothing was said by either uncle or 
niece about young Chasan. 

Pressman had turned to his accounts 
and his niece was perusing a catalogue 
when the salesman entered the office, 
He saw the girl and bowed to her re- 
spectfully. The girl picked up her 
muff and stood up. Suddenly she drew 
from her muff a revolver, Without a 
word, she pointed the weapon at Chasan, 
and he turned to run. As he did so, she 
fired twice. 

The first shot went wild, but the sec- 
ond struck Chasan in the back of the 
head, and he fell to the floor uncon- 
scious. With a sob, the girl turned the 
revolver upon herself and fired. The 
reports of the shots and the cries of Mr. 
Pressman attracted the attention of em- 
ployes in the outer rooms of the estab- 
lishment, who were preparing to depart 
for the night. A score of frightened 
girls and men ran into the office, and 
then fled panic-stricken to the _ street, 
where they notified Traffic Policeman 
O’Connor at Sixth Avenue and Seven- 
teenth Street. 

O’Connor summoned an ambulance 
from the New York Hospital and the 
injured man and woman were hurried 
away to that institution side by side. 
Chasan died less than an hour after 
he was received at the hospital. Detec- 
tives Scanlon and Dennison visited the 
hospital to get a statement from the 
girl, but her condition was so grave 
that the physicians refused to permit 
them to question her. 

Chasan was unmarried and lived with 
his parents, three unmarried sisters and 
two brothers in South Brooklyn. The 
family moved to Broklyn from. the 
Bronx. When the news of the shoot- 
ing reached Morris Chasan, the aged 
father of the murdered salesman, at! 
7 o’clock Jast night, he _ set forth 
at once with his entire family for the 
New York Hospital. There the mother 
and sisters of the dead man were pros- 
trated by grief and they were attended | 
by the hospital physicians, Later Morris 
Chasan, the father of the dead man, 
told the police that no member of the 
family had ever heard Nathan Chasan } 
mention the name of the girl who killed 
him.

Hypodermic Needle Stings Her 
Hand and She Faints. 


Armend Megaro, a Pharmacy College 
student, was arrested in the Lyric Thea- 
tre, Market Street, Newark, N. J., at 
the matinee yesterday, on the technical 
charge of assault on Mrs. Margery 
Graff. Mrs. Graff was married a week 
ago at the home of her parents, 414 Jef- 
ferson Avenue, Brooklyn, to William 8. 
Graff, who is with the Graves Engineer- 
ing Company, at 35 Pine Street, Man- 
hattan. Graff was recalled by his firm 
while on his honeymoon at Atlantic 
City. He took his bride to the Belve- 
dere, at 899 Broad Street, Newark, and 
she went to the theatre after he left 


for his office. 

Mrs. Graff told the police that the 
only other occupant of the box where 
she was seated at the performance was 
Megaro.

District Attorney Whitman’s investiga- 
tors of the police graft situation struck 
a new trail yesterday in their efforts to 
turn up corroborative evidence against 
a Police Inspector, whose indictment, it 
is expected, will be the next development 
in the crusade. This trail, it is said, pre 
sents an entirely new angle to the inves- 
tigation. 

Up to date all of the disclosures in con- 
nection with the Inspector have been of 
his relations with the wiretappers and 
clairvoyants. The new information, it is 
understood, may lead to the indictment 
of the Inspector on an entirely different 
charge. 

The basis of the new charge is 4a list 
handed to Assistant District Attorney 
Frederick J. Groehl yesterday that indi- 
cates various promotions made in the 
detective force. Through this list and by 
the testimony of several persons the Dis-| 
trict Attorney expects to be able to prove! 
that the Inspector made a practice cf| 
“shaking down ”’ candidates for promo- | 
tion in the detective department. 

Recommendations for appointments, it! 
is said, would be made to Commissioner | 
Waldo, who, trusting in the Inspector, | 
would perfunctorily approve of thern.| 
The detectives would then have their 
names placed on the probationary list. | 
Later, if they failed to give up sums | 
ranging from $25 to $50, their designa-| 
tions would be revoked and they would} 
be reduced. | 

There are about twenty such cases in-| 
dicated on th@ list now in Mr. Groehl's| 
possession. It is said tnat the Inspector | 
was not the only beneficiary of the graft} 
and that the’lead brings in a high police | 


official, whose name frequently has come | 
up in connection with the graft investl- | 
gation.

to Donaueschingen at the Emperor’s 
behest. Count von Wedel is said to 
be traveling to Donaueschingen with 
his resignation in his pocket. 

It was learned in a well-informed 
political quarter late this evening that 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg goes to 
Donaueschingen In order to place his 
portfolio at the Kaiser’s disposal.

TAXABLES ONLY TO REPORT. 


Treasury to Ask No Returns from 
Those Exempt from Income Tax. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.~—Treasury of- 
ficials have decided what they regard 
as one of the most important questions 
which has arisen in connection with 
the collection of the income tax— 
whether only those persons who have 
incomes taxable under the law shall 


make returns, or whether every person 


in the country or claiming American 
citizenship must certify that he is or is 
not taxable. 

Officials say that they had power 
under the law to require every person 
to make a return to the revenue col- 
lector of the district, but after consid- 
erution it has been decided not to usé 
this power. 


Returns will be required only from 
persons taxable. As the department de- 
velops machinery for collecting the tax, 
it expects to uncover cases of failure 
to report and to prosecnte offenders. 

Under this decision the returns from 
taxable individuals will probably total 
only a few hundred thousand, whereas 
a regulation requiring every person to 
make such returns would bring 
millions of printed forms. 


DIDN’T BAR NEGRO TYPIST. 


Delaney Denies Charge—Employes 
Did Not Object to Her.

ALBANY, Dec. 4.—John H. Delaney, 
Commissioner of Efficiency and Econ- 


omy, is charged in a story in The Even- 
ing Journal to-night with refusing to 
place a negro girl, Julia B. Johnson of 
Yonkers, at work in his department 
after he had notified her of her tem- 
porary appointment for sixty days. Mr. 
Delaney says the allegation is a mis-

The girl was one of a number eligible 
as typewriters and copyists whose 
names were’ submitted by the State 
Civil Service at Mr. Delaney’s request.

The Government is becoming ex- 
tremely cautious as to the news 
which is published here or is sent 
out by the correspondents. However,

It 
also has attempted to force them to 
divulge their sources of news,

AHUMADA, Mexico, Dec. 4.—Fifiy- 
five hundred rebels, forming the nu- 
cleus of the army by which Gen, Villa 
says he will march to Mex.co City to 
overthrow the Huerta dictatorship, were 
to enter Chihuahua City, the State cap- 
lial, to-night. 

{It was in Chihua‘nua that Villa, who 
is in supreme comrnand of the military 
forces of the revo:ution, said he would 
gather about him 10,000 men to start 
south by way of Torreon and Zacatecas 
to Mexico City. 

The report that Zacatecas, with 30,000 
population, the capita? of a rich mining 
district, already was being attacked, 
was thought to indicate that the rebels 
to the sou h were im great numbers. 
Scattered bands of rebels, ranging from 
a few hundred to several thousand men, 
are to be impressed into tne main army, 
accurding to Villa’s plan, so he will have 
at least 20,000 men when he reaches the 
high plateau, leading to the capi.al of 
the republic 

Already equipped with much artillery 
and millions’ of rounds of ammunition 
by his victories.in the north,. Villa says 
he no longer. is hindered by his inability 
to get arms from foreign sources, but 
ean readily obtain them from the Fed- 
erals, who are reported to be ready to 
evacuate the few remaining northern 
strongholds. ‘The defeat of the

known to have placed great quantities 
of arms 1n the hands of the rebels. 


The rebel advices were that Federico | 


Moye, the civil Governor of Chihuahua, 
had made elaborate preparations for the 
reception of Villa. The palace, where 
Villa will now command, is in gala 
state, and the rebel chief probably will 
occupy the home vacated by a member 
of the millionaire errazas family. It 
was in’ Chihuahua rineteen years ago 
that Villa adopted the career of a bandit 
because he was ordered arrested on a 
charge of having killed an army officer. 
Now he has not only himself, but men 
who rallied around him, occupying the 
quarters of Federal officials who sought 
him 4s an outlaw. 

Before jeaving Chihuahua Gen. Mer- 
cado, at the request of Marion Lacher, | 
the United States Consul, and other! 
Consuis. left 200 soldiers for police duty, 
the promise being that the rebels on} 
entering the city would not molest these | 
men.

MARFA, Texas, Dec. 4.—Five days on 
a desert without any more food or water 
than they could carry with them, the 
refugees from Chihuahua City, which 
Was evacuated by the Federals, were to- 
day within a few miles of Ojine za, on 
the border opposite Presidio. Texas. 

United States Customs and Immigra- 
tion Inspectors have left Marfa to meet 


the. refugees in the expectation that | 
they woulé cross the border and also to 
meet any contingency that might arise 
in the event that any of the Mexican 
Vederal Army officers should seek safe- 
ty in this country.

HALE QUARREL A RUSE? 


Hints That Friendliness of Rebels 
Points to an Understanding.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The State 
Department was particularly pleased to- 
day to hear that W. S. Windham, an 
American citizen, and a friend named 
Dunn, who were held for ransom by the 
rebels in Sinaloa, on the west coast of 
Mexico, had been ordered released by 
Provisional Governor Felipe Riveros on 
the request of the department. The 
promptness with which the request was 
granted, taken in connection with Ad- 
miral Fletcher’s successful representa- 
tions to rebeis near Tuxpam that for- 
eign property must be respected, was 
interpreted in some quarters as mean- 
ing that the understanding between the 
Constitutionalists and the American 
Government was more definite than had 
been generally believed, 

It was suggested that the recent break 
between William Bayard Hale, repre- 
senting the State Department, and Gen. 
Carranza, head of the Constitutionalists, 
was simply a ruse to protect Gen. Car- 
ranza from the unpopularity that knowl- 
edge of an alliance with the United 
States would bring upon him in Mexico.

HAS NO FIGHT WITH MURPHY 


But Judge O’Dwyer Says He Must 
Reform Tammany or Get Out. 


Democrats who seek to oust Charles 
F. Murphy as the leader of Tammany 
Hall, and who want to reform the or- 
ganization from the ground up will hold 
a meeting soon at the National Demo- 
cratic Club in Fifth Avenue to discuss 
means of accomplishing these reforms. 
The attack made by Edward F. O’Dwy- 
er, the club’s newly elected President, on 
the manner in which the Tammany As 
sociation is being conducted is expected 
to bring back into the club many Demo- 
crats who left it because they were op- 
pesed to Murphy. In explaining his at- 
titude Judge O'Dwyer said yesterday: 

“T have no fight with Mr. Murphy, 


but it is evident to me that the party 
in this city is absolutely divided at 
present and that it should be got to- 
gether. 1 wont go into any movement 
that has as its sole object simply the 
ousting of Mr. Murphy personally. e 
can stay in the leadership of Tammany 
Hall as long as he pleases, for all I 
care, if the changes that are necessary 
can be brought about without his re- 
tirement.

Stowe Dying on Ellis Island After | 
Riot in Detention Pen, 


The fiercest fight that Ellis Island has) 
ever known occurred in the detention | 
quarters of the main immigration build- 
ing yesterday afternoon. As a result of 
the battle, which grew into a riot before | 
it was quelled, Vincent E. Stowe, a 
trusted Ellis Island employe, is dying | 
in the Immigration Hospital, while an- | 
other guard and two of the immigrants 
who figured in the fight are also in the} 
hospital, but not so dangerously hurt. | 

The immigrants responsible for the 
murderous attack that startled Ellis 
Island and called into action practically 
the entire guard force of the immigra- | 
tion station are Youssef and Sarkis | 
Ishac, two powerfully built Arabs, one 
of whom, Sarkis, had been ordered de- | 
ported as undesirable, while Youssef | 
was waiting an examination by a Spe- 
cial Board of Inquiry. | 

There were fifty men, women, and } 
children in the detention room when | 
Sarkis Ishac gave a terrible yell and | 
jerked from his pocket a long-bladed | 
knife. The women and children became | 
panic-stricken and huddled back into) 
the corners of the room screaming. It} 
looked for a moment as if Sarkis in-| 
tended to commit suicide, and Stowe | 
rushed at him to disarm him. Youssef, | 
the brother, also rushed up. j 

Sarkis began to swing the knife Bav- | 
agely in all directions, and Stowe grap- 
pled with him. The two rolled to the 
floor. Edward J. Lapointe and an- 
other guard came.-running in, and as 
Lapointe entered Sarkis managed to get 
his knife ini position and drove the 
long, keen blade hilt deep into Stowe's 
abdomen. 

Lapointe leaped across the room and 
seizeqd Sarkis. Grappling with him, he 
twisted the dripping blade from the 
Arab’s hand. Sarkis did not surrender, 
but began to bite and kick. He almost 
severed Lapointe’s right thumb with his 
teeth. Youssef Ishac for several min- 
utes fougnt with fury and it required | 
the united efforts of three big guards 
to subdue him, 

Stowe was placed on the operating 
table, and it was announced that the in- 
testines had been pierced, an artery 
severed, and that there was practically 
no hope for him. His young wife was 
sent for, but her husband's condition 
was so serious that she was not per- 
mitted to see him. 

Sarkis Ishaec was taken prisoner to the 
hospital, but with the exception of a 
few trivial bruises he was unhurt. Mor- 
ris Levinsky, an immigrant, who tried 
to help Stowe, suffered many contu- 
sions of head and body and was taken 
to the hospital. Several other immi- 
grants were bruised in the general riot 
that followed the Arab’s outbreak, but 
none was badly enough hurt to go to the 
hospital.

Miss Alice Hill Chittenden of New York | 
declared the equal suffrage question | 
was not a Federal one; that it should be 
left to the States. Miss Chittenden said 
that there were more than two and a 
half million women of voting age in 
New York, the majority of them foreign 
born, and that the anti-suffrage women 
believed it should not be left to the 
other States of trhe Union to say wheth- 
er they should be added to the New 
York electorate. 

‘““Woman,” said she, “has attained 
what she is to-day without the vote.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—In spite of |

the President in a body and urge him io| 
send a special suffrage message to Con- | 
gress, it is doubtful whether the Presi- | 
dent will meet the delegates at all thie 


trip. 

Mrs. McCormick and Mrs. Breckin- 
ridge, the committee appointed for that 
purpose, called on the President to make 
the necessary arrangements and were 
told that he was still indisposed with his 
attack of cold and was receiving no one. 
If, however, he is sufficiently recovered 
te-morrow, he will receive the entire 
convention, the committee was told, but 
it was impossible to-day to make any 
promises, 

On the committee’s return to the con- 
vention with its report, suitable resolu- 
tions of regret at the President's illness 
were adopted to be sent to the White 
House, and there the matter rested. 

The much battered ‘‘new constitu- 
tion,’’ which its enemies thought the 
had consigned to the oblivion of “‘ indef- 
inite postponement,” was adopted this 
morning with only four votes registered 
agains it. 

And it was put through in very much 
the same shape in which it was re- 
jected on Tuesday, except for one thing. 
The clause which left the States liable 
for an indeterminate sum for the financ- 
ing of the national association was 
dropped. The proposition assessing 
each State a sum not less than 5 per 
cent, of its budget for the current year 
for the support of the work of the na- 
tional association was agreed to, but 
the delegates balked at the provision 
that in the event of the national asso- 
ciation’s expenditures exceeding the in- 
come thus provided the _ deficiency 
should be made good by further assess- 
ments in proportion to the budgets of 
each of the various affiliated organiza- 
tions. 

The clauses allowing organizations to 
join the national association direct as 
individual societies without coming in 
through their State organization brought 
out the most feverish opposition, but 
they were carried ultimately. 

Mrs. O. P. Beimont of New York 
made an effort to have the headquarters 
of the, association moved from New 
York to this city. The motion was ta- 
bled by a large majority without dis- 
cussion. Some of the delegates de- 
elared later that Mrs. Belmont desired 
to see the organization assume a more 
militant attitude and that she believed 
this might be done if headquarters were 
moved to Washington, where the Con- 
gressional Union is located. 

The result of Bg mg ay nominating 
primaries showed that the opposition to 
the present administration had fizzled 
out, most of the present officers being 
renominaetad by an overwhelming vote.

Police Outwit Suffragette ‘Body- 
guard,’ Arrest Militant Leader 


and Take Her to Exeter.

EVEN THE NAVY EMPLOYED? 


Two Destroyers Apparently Ald the 
Scotland Yard Men—Women, Fu- 
rious, to Start Exeter Campaign.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst is spending the night In 
Exeter Jail, whither she was con- 
veyed in an automobile from Plym- 
outh immediately after she had been 
arrested on board the liner Majestic, 
which arrived from New York to- 
day. 

The police cleverly outwitted the 


suffragette “ bodyguard,” who were 
not aware of their leader’s arrest 
until she was out of their reach. 

As the liner neared Plymouth at 
about noon a strange tender, the 
Wuld, was seen to be moving out 


from Cawsand Bay toward her. The 
tender conveyed Inspector Riley of 
Scotland Yard, four detectives, a 
wardress, and Chief Constable Sower- 


by of Plymouth. 
The official tender of the White 


Star Company, with a party of jour- 
nalists on board, attempted to ap- 


proach the Majestic, but as the re- 
sult of a police plan was unable to 
get within two miles of her, two de- 
stroyers obscuring the drama on 
board the liner from view. 

The police on boarding the Majestic 


approached Mrs. Pankhurst, a so'l- 


tary figure standing on the prome- 
nade deck. She refused an invitation 
to meet the detectives in the Purser’s 
office, whereupon Inspector Riley and 
Chief Constable Sowerby introduced 
themselves and told her she was un- 


der arrest and must come with them. 


Mrs. Pankhurst Protests. 
“ Your warrant, please,” Mrs. Pank- 
hurst said. ‘“‘I do not know you, and 


refuse to come.” 
“I require no warrant. You are on 


license and you have broken your 
parole,” said Inspector Riley, and 


without further resistance Mrs. Pank- 
hurst embarked on the tender. Mrs. 
Rheta Dorr, an American suffragist, 


was allowed to accompany her. 
The tender made for Devonport. 


She signaled to a motor car that was 
waiting on the distant cliffs. The 


coast was deserted at that point. No 
suffragettes were within five miles, 
and the “armed bodyguard” at the 
moment was whiling the time away 
with ‘‘ The Marseillaise’” and other 
selections by a brass band at the dock 
gates at Millbay, Plymouth. 

Mrs. Pankhurst, when she disem- 
barked, was put into a car and taken 
away, nobody krew where, while Mrs. 
Dorr remained in the tender to pro- 


ceed to Plymouth. 
Later the news leaked out that Mrs. 


Pankhurst had been motored across 
Dartmoor and temporarily lodged in 
Exeter Prison. Sho was forewarned 
of her arrest by a wireless message 
on the previous night. It was brief. 
merely ‘‘ Expect arrest,” said Mys. 
Dorr to THE New York TIMES cor- 
She 


continued: 

“YT asked the police if I could ac- 
company her, but they refused even 
to tell me her destination.” 

Miss Joan Wickham, Mrs. Pank- 
hurst’s private secretary during her 


American tour, informed THp New 


!‘YorK Times correspondent that the 


voyage had been extremely pleasant. 
She said Mrs. Pankhurst was in ex- 
cellent health and good spirits all the 
time and showed remarkable im- 
provement in every way since she left 


France. 


Police Plans Elaborate. 


The arrest was effected quietly and 
ingeniously and was a triumph for 
the police. The arrangements were 
on an elaborate scale. 


About 5,000 persons, including many 
suffragettes, crowded around the dock 


gates at Millbay, expecting that the 
armed “ bodyguard” would spring a 
surprise on the authorities at any mo- 
ment. They waited patiently in the 
cold, not knowing that the militants 


had been outwitted. A number of 


police stood guard. Similar precau- 


tions were taken at the other entrances 
to the docks. When the rumor spread 
that the suffragettes’ game was up 
there was no demonstration. 

The harbor itself was patrolled by 


police boats, and the presence of two 


destroyers suggested naval aid to foil 


both the curious and the interested. 
The climax was a little comedy of 
bluff between the Police Inspector and 
the White Star officials, by which the 
newspaper men realized that they had 


been sidetracked. 

The arrest incommoded the passen- 
gers of the Majestic, which was al- 
ready overdue fifteen hours on ac- 
count of squally weather. By the ad- 
ditional hour’s delay many passengers 
lost the train in connection with the 
liner for London. ‘ Everything de- 
ranged for the sake of a police plot to 
capture a poor, misguided woman!” 
remarked one enraged American. 

Mrs. Dacre-Fox, speaking at a suf- 


| fragette meeting in London to-night, 


said the boat containing the _ suf- 
fragettes had been prevented from 
reaching the Majestic by two“ battle- 
ships,’’ adding: 

“Two dreadnoughts had to be 
brought out to defend the Chief Con- 
stable of Plymouth and one or two 
officers from a handful of militant 
suffragettes.” 


. 
Wind and Sea Aid Police. 
PLYMOUTH, Dec. 4.—Both wind and 
sea helped the police to evade the body 
of ‘suffragists who purposed to prevent 
the re; of Mra, Pankhurst. under 


the provisions of the ‘‘ Cat and Mouse” 
act. 

A heavy sea was running in the har- 
bor, and this, while it did not affect 
the powerful police tug, tossed about 
like a cork the little motor boat which 
the militant suffragettes had engaged 
to head off the policemen. The occu- 
pants, who included ‘‘ Gen.’’ Mrs. Flora 
Drummond and other leaders. were 
drenched to the skin before they reached 
the liner, which, under police orders, 
anchored outside the breakwater. The 
sea had delayed them so much that the 
suffragettes did not arrive at the side 
of the big vessel until the police were 
leading Mrs. Pankhurst down the gang- 
way. Then they shouted to her: ‘‘ Don't 
you land! The ‘cats’ are after you!” 

In the meantime the ordinary tender, 
in which were many suffragists armed 
with clubs to fight for the liberty of 
their leader, was kept standing off, and 
the armed bodyguard was rendered help- 
less. 

Bodies of suffragists were on guard 
outside the prisons in the Southwest of 
England to which it was thought that 
Mrs. Pankhurst might be taken. Dur-

American Luncheon Club Gives a 
Dinner to the Consul General. 
LONDON, Dec. 4.—The members of 
the American Luncheon Club, a new or- 
ganization consisting largely of business 


men, gave a dinner to-night in honor of 


the American Consul General, John L. 
Griffiths. It was a tribute to his popu- 
larity and services. 

Lord Charnwood, the club’s presiding 
officer, proposed the Consul General's 
health and spoke of the influence he had 
exercised in cementing English and 
American friendship. 

The American Ambassador, Walter H. 
Page, who occupied the chair at the din- 
ner, presented to Mr. Griffiths, on behalf 
of the club, a handsome silver loving 
cup. 

The Consul General, in responding, af- 
ter a feeling acknowledgment of the 
gift, sald that the club was composed of 
good Americans who believed that a man 
who was not a passionate lover of his 
own country was an undesirable citizen 
in any other land. He felicitated the club 
on the great assistance it had already 
rendered in creating the present inti- 
mate relationship between citizens and 


the members of the Consular service. 
“While the progressive and permanent 
character of the American Consular ser 
vice,” he said, “is due to the initiative 
of three Presidents, Roosevelt, Taft and 
Wilson, and the sympathetic attitude of 
the State Department, the work of re- 
construction and reform has been greatly 
facilitated by the intelligent recognition 


of the needs of the service by Americans 


living abroad. It is true of all our great 
services—the Army, the Navy and the 
Civil Service—that they require the ac- 
tive co-operation and sympathy of the 
citizens to enable those who are carry- 
ing them on to be most efficient.”

Noblemen Fight Prince Who Mar-

PARIS, Dec. 4.—The marriage of a 
Prince and a music hall performer was 
the basis of a remarkable action in 
the Paris courts to-day. 

Prince Auguste de Broglie-Revel last 
year married Jane Thylda, a music 
hall artist. His elder brother, Henri, 
Prince of Broglie-Revel, and his uncle, 
Count Robert de Clermont-Tonnerre, 
the well-known sportsman, were an- 
noyed by the marriage, and the family 
broke off relations with Prince Au- 





guste. 

The uncle and brother demanded 
that the remains of Countess Sos- 
théne de Clermont-Tonnerre and 
Princess Henri de Broglie-Reve1 
should be removed from the private 
chapel of the Castle of Loroy, where 


Prince Auguste and his wife live, and 
reinterred in the family vault in the 
cemetery of Pére La Chaise in Paris. 

A few days before his marriage 
Prince Auguste wrote to his uncle an- 
nouncing that he proposed, in order 


to “ regularize his position,” to marry 
“o friend who for eleven years has 


given me many proofs of her devotion 
and very sincere attachment.” The 
uncle received the letter with indigna- 
tion, and in reply wrote: 

“Respect for yourself, your family, 


and your position, and fear of ridi- 


cule are opposed to such an unworthy 
act. One cannot ‘regularize’ what 
is culpable. If you are weak, leave 
this person, who, after taking your 
time and your money, brings you 
disrepute and puts you outside the 
pale of society.” 

The demand of the two plaintiffs 
that the remains should be removed 
was rejected by the court, and they 
were ordered to pay the costs of the 
action.

Aynard Sale Total $744,400.

PARIS, Dec. 4—The Aynard sale 
ended to-day. The total realized was 
$744,400. 

The great event of this afternoon 
was the sale of the magnificent set 
of Flemish tapestries of the fifteenth 
century, two of which were unearthed 
in a ragpicker’s shop by M. Aynard 
when he was &@ young man. These 
tapestries were reserved till the end 
of the sale. 

The first three, which represent 
scenes from the life of Alexander the 
Great, were bought by M. Lapauze for 
the municipal collection at the Petit 
Palais, of which he is Keeper, for 
$42,500. One of the others, of rather 


later date, representing the Nativity 
fetched $20,000. 

A fine Persian carpet of the six- 
teenth century brought $15,300. 

Some furniture realized good prices. 
A large carved walnut cupboard was 
sold for $4,400, and a set of seven- 
teenth century furniture, consisting 


of a sofa and eight chairs, covered 


with tapestry, brought $16,600. 


A sofa and two chairs of the early 
eighteenth century went for $5,600. 

At the beginning of the afternoon 
a number of statuettes and reliefs 
were dealt with. A white marble bas- 
relief attributed to Agostino di Duccio 
fetched $5,600. A marble statuette 
of a child, of the school of Desiderio 
da Settignano, brought $6,020. 

Two terra-cotta reliefs of the Vir- 
gin, one attributed to Jacopo della 
Quercia and the other of the school 
of Donatello, were sold for $4,820 
and $7,900, respectively, the latter 
bringing over double the value es- 
timated by the official expert. 

An equestrian statuette of Louis 
XIV. in terra cotta by the Chevalier 
Bernin was sold for $7,600. This 
statuette is the original model made 
for the mable statue by Bernin which 
stands in the park of Versailles.

WOULD HOLD IT NEXT YEAR 


But Will Continue Present Bullding 
Programme—House Debates 
Hensley Resolution. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Secretary 
Daniels announced this afternoon that 
he would favor an international :on- 
gress in Washington within the coming 
year to bring about a world-wide agree- 
ment for limiting the building of battle- 
ships. He said that at the first oppor- 
tunity he would take the matter up with 
the President and urge him to invite 
the Governments of the world to par- 
ticipate in the congress. 

This attitude toward disarmament does 
not mean that the naval programme for 
the coming year is to be abridged in any 
respect. Mr. Daniels has asked Con- 
gress to make appropriations for two 
battleships, and wasey he said he had 
been assured by Chairman Padgett of 
the House Naval Committee and many 
members of that committee that the pro- 
gramme would be approved by Congress. 
_ The naval holiday resolution came up 
in the House again to-day. The open- 
ing speech was made by Representative 
Sisson of Mississippi, who said the only 
beneficiaries of a war scare were those 
who made the battleships and_armor. 

Representative. Stevens of Minnesota 
opposed the resolution. He thought it 
would be disregarded by the other na- 
tions. 

Representative Bartholdt of Missouri 
favored it and said the real author of 
the movement was the Czar of Russia. 

Representative J. Hampton Moore of 
Pennsylvania, leading opposition to the 
resolution, contended that its adoption 
in the face of the recommendations by 
the Secretary of the Navy for two bat- 
tleships and other minor vessels would 
place the Administration in a ridiculous 
position. The naval holiday idea, Mr. 
Moore said, came from the interior, 
where the importance of coast defenses 
was not appreciated. 

‘I want to take up this allegation in 
the resolution,’’ Mr. Moore said, ‘‘ that 
the construction of warships is a bur- 
den on the people, It is not a burden. 
It is an assistance to the people. It is 
an assistance to the farmers, to the 
workingmen and mechanics, and the mo- 
ment you stop the construction of bat- 
tleships you turn out of employment aot 
only men on the farms, but out of the 
great factories and industries in this 
country.”’

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DIDN’T HIDE FROM US. 


Zelaya Says He Fled to Escape 
Guatemalan Sleuths. 


It was announced yesterday that 
when Gen. José Santos Zelaya, ex- 
President of Nicaragua, fled from the 
Waldorf-Astoria before he was arrest- 
ed by agents of the Department of Jus- 
tice on an extradition warrant charg- 
ing him with murder, he was not seek- 
ing to hide from the United States au- 
thorities, but from Guatemalan detec- 
tives who had pursued him from the 
time he arrived in this country. Gen. 
Zelaya, according to a statement made 
by his lawyers, Johnson & Galston of 
49 Wall Street, did not know that he 
was wanted by the United States au- 
thorities until after he had gone into 
hiding. 

For the same reason, it was said, Gen. 
Zelaya would stay in seclusion for the 
rest of his visit to this country. It was 
explained that while the United States 
had released Gen. Zelaya on Wednesday 
from the warrant issued on cabled in- 
formation that he was wanted in Nic- 
aragua on the charge of murdering two 
of his countrymen in 1901, this did not 
free him from the espionage of pri- 
vate detectives. 

Gen. Zelaya will spend part of his time 
while he is here marketing bonds in Wall 
Street. Upon his departure he will return 
to Spain where his wife lives and where 
he has established his home. It was said 
that he postponed his trip to the United 
States until the term of office to which 
he was elected previous to being deposed 
had expired, so that he could not be 
charged with coming here to foment 
trouble or to regain control of the Gov- 
ernment from which he says our State 
Department forced him to retire. 


HETCH HETCHY ABOUT-FACE 


Fearing Harm to Irrigation, Con- 
gressman Church Now Opposes Bill. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—San Fran- 


cisco’s fight for the right to draw its 


water supply from the Hetch Hetchy

GLYNN MAKES PLEA 
FOR DEEPER HUDSON 


Before Rivers and Harbors Con- 
gress He Urges a 25-Foot 
Channel to Albany. 


INSISTS IT’S NATION’S DUTY 
. | 


Shows That Government Has Spent 
Only $5,000,000 on the 
River In 100 Years. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—One of the 
interesting speeches at to-day’s session 
of the National Rivers and Harbors 
Congress was delivered by Gov. Martin 
H. Glynn on “ Waterway Development 
in the Empire State.” He followed 
a Speech by Danforth E. Ainsworth of 
Albany on the New York State Barge 
Canal. 

Before either of them was heard Sen- 
ator Chamberlain of Oregon, Chairman 
of the Military Affairs Committee, 
urged Congressmen to lay aside fears 
of the ‘‘ pork barrel’? taunt and work 
for large appropriations. 

Representative Knowland of Califor- 
nia spoke on the need of good Pacific 
Coast terminals and of the commerce 
the Panama Canal would bring. The 
transportation needs of the Central 
West were discussed by James E. Smith 
of St. Louis. T. C, Catchings of Vicks- 
burg, Miss.; dalius H. Barnes, Duluth, 
Minn.; E. M. Clendening, Kansas City, 
and Samuel Hill of Portland, Ore., told 
of needs in their respective communi- 
ties, 

Gov. Glynn asked the congress to 
support his plea for a twenty-five-foot 
channel for the Hudson River from 
Hudson to Albany. This would be a 
distance of only thirty miles, said the 
Governor, and would do much to in-; 
crease the commercial value of the 
greatest commercial river {in the United 
States. 


Gov. Glynn’s Speech. 


Mr. Glynn’s speech In part was as 
follows: A 

In building the Erie Canal New 
York did what the nation should have 
done. We have done our part. It is 
time for Uncle Sam to do his. We 
have given $200,000,000 to national 
commerce. We cannot do more; but 
more remdins to be qone, and we ask 
Uncle Sam to do it. Our expenditures 
on the Barge Canal deserve reciproc- 
ity. Reciprocity is what we have not 
had. The present commerce of the 
Hudson River warrants the expendi- 
ture of sufficient money to create a 
ship canal 25 feet deep. We ask 
the Federal Government to do only 
seven or eight per cent. as much for 
the Hudson River as we have done in 
promoting our national commerce. We 
ask the Federal Government to spend 
upon the Hudson River only six or 
eight per cent. as much as we have 
spent upon the waterways of our State 
for the direct benefit of 20,000,000 of 
our people, and the indirect benefit of 
the commerce of the whole country, 

In what I say I do not want it to be 


understood that I am talking in any 
narrow way, simply for the benefit of 
the people of the State, whom it is 
my honor to represent. While the 
Hudson River lies almost entirely 


within the confines of the State of 
New York, the commerce which tra- 
verses its length is the commerce of 
the northern part of the United States, 
ie py from all the great cities 
on the Great Lakes and the head- 
waters of the Mississippi. 

Let me remind you that in the last 
one hundred years Uncle Sam_ has 
spent upon our beautiful Hudson River 
the munificent sum of $5,000,000. Think 
of it! In all that long century all that 
the Federal. Government would give 
toward the Hudson River was $5,000,- 
000! This fact is rather painful to 
the advocates of the deeper Hudson 
when we realize that Uncle Sam spent 
$7,000,000 on the Hennepin Canal, and 
we match the claims of the Hudson 
against those of that canal with an 
arrogant assurance! 


Hudson’s Vast Commerce. 


The total amount of traffic handled 
between the Atlantic and Pacific ports 
of the United States by the several 
water routestransferring freight at the 


Isthmuses of Panama and Tehuante- 
ec in 1811 was about 1,104,000 tons. 
his is only one-fifth of the commerce 

of the Hudson River, and perhaps this 
fact will convey what I mean when I 
say I plead to-day for no mean river. 
In a report recently submitted to Con- 
gress the army engineers say that the 
Hudson River will shortly carry ‘‘a 
more valuable commerce than any oth- 
er river ’’; that ‘* the new barge canal 
will bring to the Hudson 15,000,006 
tons of freight a year’’; that ‘‘ the 
resources of the territory tributary to 
the Hudson River are far from fully 
developed,” and that “a large traffic 
from the North and West is diverted 
from the New York State canals and 
the Hudson River to the Canadian 
waterways,’’ 

Canada is going to spend $50,000,- 
000 on the Welland Canal and is plan- 
ning to spend $200,000,000 more on the 
Georgian Bay ship canal. St. Johns 
is spendin 6,000,000 for a port and 
the city of Toronto alone is spending 
$19,000,000 upon its lake front to draw 
away from this country the freight of 
the Great Lakes. Why can’t the United 
States Government spend a little ,on 
the Hudson River channel? The money 
that the Government would spend on 
a@ deeper Hudson channel would be 
saved by the people many times over 
in freight-haul charges. [f an ocean- 
going vessel could sail up to Albany or 
Troy, from one dollar to one dollar and 
a half a ton could be saved on freight 
originating at or destined to our in- 


terior points. 
Annual Spring Floods. 


The present commerce reaching the 
Hudson River through the Erie Canal 
is 5,000,000 tons a year at a valuation 
of $125,000,000. With our enlarged new 
canal it will be three times this. We 


bring it to the navigation head of the 


Hudson River. We ask Uncle Sam 
to send it out on the high seas. We 
ask Uncle Sam to send the ships to 
the cargo, and not compel us to send 
the cargo to the ships. 

We hear much of, and regret more, 
the floods of the Mississippi River. But 
we too have them in the Hudson, 
though not in so disastrous a degree, 
Albany and Troy every Springtime 
suffer untold financial loss and pre- 
eal suffering from floods which can 
be relieved only by.a deeper channel 
in the Hudson River. Nor do Albany 
and Troy alone suffer. This Spring 
whole icehouses were swept from their 
foundations in the country districts; 
barns with their horses and cattle went 
spinning down its swollen waters and 
certain residential districts were con- 
verted into temporary Venices. Uncle 
Sam is relieving this condition along 
the Mississippi. Why not relieve it 
along the Hudson? We do not ask as 
much consideration in this regard as 
the people along the Mississippi; and 
we do not need it. But we do ask re- 
lief from the destruction of our prop- 
erty, and protection against a menace 
to our health; and. the only way to 
grant us this is to give us a deeper 
channel in the Hudson. 

Through the Erie Canal New York 
State created a commercial empire for 
contiguous territory. We brought the

He is in the 
company of his paramour, who is men- 
tioned in my complaint.’ ; 

Mrs. Scripture has begun suit against 
Miss King for $50,000 damages for alien- 
ating the affections of her husband. In 
her complaint she alleges that in June, 
1912, when she was living happily with, 
her husband, Miss King ‘‘ enticed him 
by malicious designing to leave me and 
accompany her on a tour of the British 
Isles and the Continent and caused him 
to register with her at hotels as man 
and wife.’’

Vocational Training, Workers 
in Henry St. Settlement Re- 


port, Is Great Success. 
PUPILS LEARNING TRADES 


Records Produced to Show the Ad- 


vantage Which the Trained Has 
Over the Untrained Worker. 


Mrs. Florence Kelley, a member of the 
Committee for Vocational Scholarships 
of the Henry Street Settlement, yester- 
day criticised the curriculum of the city’s 
public schools at a meeting at the home 
of Mrs. Leo Arnstein, 49 East Bighty-| 
second Street, by saying that the pupils 
in the fifth grade could not write a pre- 
sentable letter applying for employment 
and that the pupils in the sixth grade 
knew “ pitiably little more.” Mrs. Kel- 
ley, who lived at Hull House for eight 
years, said: ‘If the committee could 
keep up its good work as an object les- 
son to our rather conservative educa- 
tional authorities, perhaps in time we 
could have schools proportionate to the 
needs of the children.” 

There were almost a hundred men and 
Wwomen present at the meeting yester- 
day afternoon, including Mrs. Max Mor-| 
genthau, Jr., who presided; siiss Mar- | 
garet Brown, Secretary; Miss kisis; 
Borg, Mrs. William Ehrlich, Mrs. Morti- | 
mer J. Fox, Miss Harriet West Knight, | 
Miss Alice Lewisohn, Miss lrene Lewi- 
sohn, Mrs. Wesley C. Mitenell and Miss 
Lillian D. Waid. After the business of 
the meeting was over Mrs. Arnstein 
served tea to her guests. 

Mrs. Morgenthau opened the meeting 
by saying that it had been called for 
the purpose of hearing a report of the 
work intrusted to thg Committee for 
Vocational Scholarships of the Henry 
Street Settlement. She gaid that the 
boys and girls of poor families who 
were obliged to-work at the age of 
fourteen had very meagre opportuni- 
ties for advancement. 

“There are comparatively few occu- 
pations open to young wage earners, 
said Mrs. Morgenthau, “‘ and they, usu- 
ally through lack of training, enter the 
least desirable ones, where rarely, if 
ever, demands are made upon skill or 
previous training. The occupations 
which these children enter, which so sel- 
dom lead anywhere, are described as 
* blind-alley trades.’ At the end of sev- 
eral years of employment the child has 
gained little in skill or ability which 
will be of value to himself or to the 
industry. These observations of those 
interested in children were corroborated 
by an investigation made by Miss Mary 
Flexner for the settlement, which cov- 
ered the careers of one thousand chil- 
dren who had applied at the Department 
of Health for working papers, as well 
as by the experience of the Alliance 
Kmployment Bureau, whose Superin- 
tendent, Mrs. O’Connell, so conscien- 
tiously tries to place these children 
properly and has always had extreme 
difficulty in finding good positions for | 
the child of fourteen. | 

“The conclusions of experience and | 
investigation proved that the child en-| 
tering industry, immature and un- 
trained, had little hope for the future. 
To those who knew and cared for the 
children this condition called for action. 
At this time many members of the Set- 
tlement clubs were reaching the work- 
ing age. Here were children, who had 
been associated with the settlement 
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from_kindeérgarten days, whose talents 
and limitations had been recognized. It 
seemed impossible to allow these chil- 
dren to drift into occupations which 
were stultifying to the energies and 
ambitions alike. To meet the situation 
a plan of scholarships was adopted. The 
committee that was formed decided to 
award scholarships of $38 a week or 
$150 a year, for definite vocational 
training in instances where the famil 
could not afford to giwe the child suok 
training and where the family was de- 
pendent upon the ‘small weekly wage 
earned by the child to augment its in- 
come, 

“The purpose of the Committee has 
been two-fold; first, to enable the child 
to develop his ability through being 
skilled so that he may become a more 
efficient and res onsible citizen; and, 
second, to study the schools. 

“After five years of experience, the 
Committee feels more convinced than 
ever that the position of the child who 
enters industry at fourteen is a pre- 
carious one. Through limited funds the 
Committee has only been able to grant 
fifty scholarships a year, which reach a 
small number of children, compared to 
the thousands who apply to the De- 
partment of Heaith for working papers. 
Experiment Has Been Successful. 
“We feel that our experiment has 
been a success; we have been able to 
prove that the boy ‘or girl beginning 
work at 16 has twice the earning power 
of those starting at 14, untrained. Be- 
sides, he is better qualified physically 
morally to meet the demands of 

industry. 

‘“* We feel confident that some day our 
experiment will be used as one of the 
arguments to increase the working age 
from 14 to 16. Until such time as ample 
provision is made for the children of 
the poor, it is humanitarian to prepare 
the child that he may be self-support- 
ing and self-respecting and it is states- 
manlike to substitute the gkilled for the 
unskilled. If the committee can prove 
this afternoon that is has serve the 
children and our future citizens, it li 
hope that many ndividuals will make 
it possible to give more childreu this 
great opportunity.”’ 

Mrs. Morgenthau then introduced Miss 
Brown, Secretary of the committee, who 
said that it was organized in 1908 for 
the purpose of”giving two years of 
vocational or trade training to children 
whose parents could not afford to keep 
them in school after the time when 
they legally could go to work. 

** Because the number of scholarships 
available has been limited to a compara- 
tively small number,”’ said Miss Brown, 
‘it has from the first been the getey 
of the committee to aid such children 
as have exceptional abiiity or talent, 
or children who are subnormal physical- 
ly, and so doubly handicapped if forced 
to go to work at 14. We have usually 
helped the child of the widowed mother 
or physically handicapped father. 

“'Tnree dollars a week or $150 a year 
is the maxumum of any one scholarship, 
which is somewhat less than a child 
would earn between the years 14 and 16. 
Applications for scholarships come 
through friends of the children from all 
parts of Manhattan and the Bronx. 
O hers come through the school teachers 
and residents of the various settlements. 
Many come through the school teachers 
and visitors, the district nurse, charita- 
ble societies, and other sources, Each 
applicant for a scholarship is visited in 
his home, and the financial condition of 
the family is carefully inquired into. 
Other agencies which may have knowl- 
edge of the family are consulted, so 
that the scholarships are given only in 


cases where the family cannot afford to; 


send the child to school because of 
financial pressure.’’ 

‘The’ first year the committee gave 
one scholarship. In 1909 this number 
was increased to five, in 1910 the com- 
mittee awarded twenty-nine scholar- 
ships, twenty of which were given to 
girls; in 1911 thirty-four scholarships 
were awarded, in 1912 thirty-one, and 
during the past year twenty-six have 
been awarded, twenty-one of which 
went to girls. This makes a total of 126 
scholarships awarded during the five 
years. Of these 126, fifty-one are now 
working. Eleven have continued in 
school without the scholarship after the 
first year because their families have 
in the meantime become more opper- 
ous and could themselves afford to keep 
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the child in school. During the five 
years seven children have discontinued 
without completing their course. Two 
of these prepped ecause they lost in- 
terest in their schol work and preferred 
to go to work; three moved ‘out of 
town,‘ and the other two were obliged 
to leave school temporarily because of 
poor health. 
What Pupils Are Learning. 

‘“*From the facts presented the com- 
mittee is able to advise which trade 
school gives promise of being the most 
suitable for the individual. The girls 
are learning dressmaking, millinery, 
hand-embroidery, Sample mounting, 
boxmaking, costume designing, and 
illustrating, and several are taking com- 
mercial courses. The boys are study- 
ing to be carpenters, electricians, print- 
ers, and mechanics.. A few children are 
kept in the public elementary schools 
until they graduate before being sent to 
trade school. 

“Records are kept of the children who 
have finished their training and gone 
to work. The comparison of their} 
wages with those of fifty-one children} 
of the same age taken from the records | 
of the Alliance Employment Bureau, | 
which ge ee places the children more } 
carefully than any other agency in the; 
city, is a most interesting one, and 
proves conclusively at least for this 
small number, that the children who 
have had two years of training are| 
able to earn a much higher wage than} 
those who go to work without any pre- | 
vious training. 

‘The average wage of the untrained | 


children who have been working six} tists and specialists at tne Rittenhouse 


months is $4.30 a week, that of the} 
trained children $6.85. Of the children } 
working one year the average wage of | 
those untrained is $5.10, that of the} 
trained children $9.50. Of the children 
working two years the average wage of 
the untrained children is’ $5.85, that of 
the trained children $10.24.” 

Meyer Bloomfield of-Boston said that 
the committee had added the one essen- 
tial to the training of children, and that 
was the economic opportunity.

QUEENS AND BROADWAY. 

The citizens of Highlawn and South 
Brooklyn and the outlying regions of 
Kings County have been brought to 
see their interest in an express station 
at Broadway and Forty-second Street, 
Mauhattan. But Queens does not yet 
make itself heard. In a single ward 
of Queens there is five-sixths the area 
of all the Bronx, and it is situated no 
further away from the delectable re- 
gions of the Great White Way and the 
not. less alluring thoroughfares of the 
financial district. In all that region 
there is not a single rapid transit sta- 
tion, but there are to be over two 
score. Almost immediate access is to 
be given by the Steinway or Belmont 
tunnel, which ultimately is to have its 
Manhattan terminus at the spot whefe 
there must be either a local or an ex- 
press station on the Broadway route 
north and south. If it is to be a local 
station, with the necessity of a trans- 
fer on a ride so short, Queens will lose 
its choice of routes, and the Broadway 
line will lose Queens custom. 

This would be a blemish upon the 
dual subway system, which was de- 
signed both to afford one good choice 
of routes for steady mMders, subway 
commuters, and an alternative choice 
to occasional riders. To put a local 
station only at Broadway and Forty- 
second Street is not merely a discrim- 
ination against that neighborhood; it 
is also a discrimination against Queens 
as far as Ditmars Avenue, and over 
the Fifty-ninth Street, bridge to Syca- 
more Avenue. The Pennsylvania tun- 
nel lines will have access to the ex-

The specifications were 
done over entirely, and we now have 
companies dealing in different kinds 
of asphalt bidding on paving con- 
tracts in the city. The result is that 
we are getting asphalt for twenty- 
five cents a yard less than we did for- 
merly, and, on account of our insist- 
ence that specifications be lived up to, 
we are getting a much better quality 
of pavement. 

Having accomplished this, Mr. Mc- 
ANENY obtained an appropriation for 
a municipal asphalt plant on the upper 
east side. This is nearly completed. 
When it is finished the city will be in 
a position to begin on repair work, 
and will undoubtedly save a still 
greater amount, besides saving in 
time, making repairs more promptly, 
and thereby keeping the pavements in 
much better and more uniform con- 
dition, and ultimately doing its own 
paving.

A. wholesale egg 
dealer out in Chicago 
Proof thinks that he has 
er proved the insincerity 
Convincing. of the popular demand 
for lower prices and the elimination of 
the middleman because, when he offered 
a large quantity of eggs at 31 cents a 
dozen to consumers who would them- 
selves come for and take away their 
purchases, practically nobody took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. Our after- 
noon contemporary, The Globe, insists 
that it has proved exactly the contrary 
because when it offered a lot of eggs at 
88 cents a dozen on the same conditions 
theré was a fush of eager and happy 
customers, quite willing to take trouble 
for the sake of cutting down @ little the 
cost of living. 

As a matter of fact, little was proved 
one way or the other by either of these 
experiments. The Chicago sale, except 
in the enormously important detail of 
distribution, was conducted in the ordi- 
nary way, with little advertising, and 
that of a kind that reached few of the 
people interested. Of course it failed. 
The Globe’s sale, on the other hand, had 
the advantage of much advertising of a 
sort which real and: permanent business 
cannot get at any price—that is, space 
in a newspaper’s editorial and news 
columns. ‘If this had been charged 
against the eggs even at regular rates 
loss could have been escaped only at 
a price considerably larger than the one 
paid, and presumably there were other 
services rendered im connection with the 
enterprise for which no charge appeared 
in the computation of profits.

PLAYGROUNDS NOT FULL. 


Children Should Be Encouraged to 
Use Present Facilities. 


To ihe Editor of The New York Times: 

In proposing to utilize waste space | 
along the East River water front for} 
additional playground space, Henry W. |

plan for playground extension, it should 
first be realized that the city’s present 
facilities are in many cases not used to 
their full capacity.

It is the intention of the family to 
make no details public until the will has 
been filed for probate, which will prob- 
ably be done early next week. At the 
present time the will is in the possession 
of Mr. Beach. Mr. Beach could not be 
seen last night. 


Although no member of the family 
would discuss the matter yesterday, it 
was learned from an authoritative source 
that the great bulk of Mr. Hearn’s art 
collection would go at once to the Metro- 
politan Museum.

SOCIAL CENTRE MOVES EAST

Ave. and 64th St. 

Interesting social statistics are shown 
by the New York Social Register for 
1914, just issued. It is found that the 
centre of population of the prominent 
families of New York is now at the 
southeasterly corner of Madison Avenue 
and Sixty-fourth Street, whereas two 
years ago it was on the easterly side of 
Fifth Avenue, half way between Sixty- 
second and Sixty-third Streets. Such a 
rapid eastward movement has never 
been noted during the twenty-three 
years that the association has been gath- 
ering social statistics. 

To indicate the growth of the Park 
Avenue movement, it is shown that in 
1891 there were but sixty families in that 
avenue, mostly between Thirty-fourtn 
and Fortieth Streets, while there are 
now 564 families, a few of which are 
below Forty-seventh Street. 

The most popular street seems to be 
Fifty-seventh Street, which leads with 
238 addresses, and next comes Fifty- 
ninth Street, with 188. Fourteenth 
Street, which was the centre of fashion 
in 1872, is the only street above Wash- 
ington Square that does not appear as 
an_ address in the 1914 social register. 

There were more marriages as com- 
pared with last year, but a very slight 
variation in the mortality. For the pur- 
pose of locating the daughters of promi- 
nent New York families who have mar- 
ried into families of other cities an ad- 
dition is made in the 1914 social register 
of ‘‘ intercity married maidens.”’

THE BOSTON SYMPHONY. 


Mahler’s Long Fifth Symphony 
Played—Fritz Kreisler Soloist. 


If Gustav Mahler’s fifth symphony is 
put on a programme, there is not much 
room left for other music, it takes 
an hour ané@ twenty minutes in per- 
formance. Ccnsequently, as Dr. Muck 
determined to play it at the second 
evening concert of the Boston Symphony 
last evening, he presented a programme 
that comprised beside the symphony 
only Tschaikowsky’s violin concerto. 
This was played by Mr. Fritz Kreisler, 
whose appearance as soloist with the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra is an inci- 
dent of the first importance in the mu- 
sical season. 

Mahler’s symphony was played in New 
York in February, 1906, by_the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra under Mr. Gericke. 
The funeral march, which forms the 
opening movement, was played by_ the 
Philharmonic Society on Nov. 24, 1912, 
after Mahler’s death, in memory of him. 
The work made no decided and indu- 
bitable impression when it was per- 
formed here before. It is said that 
Mahler had sent Mr. Gericke some re- 
visions of the orchestration; also that 
dr, Gericke had made numerous ex- 
cisions in the score, and that Dr. Muck 
has had these all restored. ; 

The symphony imposes by its length 
and breadth, the vast number and ex- 
tent of its themes, the skillful handicraft 
with which they are put together, the 
bigness of the orchestral apparatus, the 
extraordinary skill with which its in- 
strumental timbres are managed. It 
seemed when it was heard here before 
harsh, diffuse, lacking in distinction of 
theme, logical development, and defin- 
iteness of purpose. It seemed so still at 
last evening’s repetition. That. Mr. 
Mahler was very serious and wholly in 
earnest when he wrote it is continually 
borne in upon the listener, but that it 
is not the product of a strong and vigor- 
our creative genius, an original force 
in music, is also manifest. It seems that 
the composer is most strenuously seek- 
ing for self expression; but though he 
is equipped with all that modern musical 
skill can give him in methods of treat-

ment and resources of orchestration, his | 


achievement continually pants behind 
his ambition, rarely overtaking it. 

‘There are highly effective passages 
in the funeral march with which the 
symphony begins; but there are many 


commonplace passages in juxtaposition | Sicha C 


that let down the ‘high erected 
thoughts ” with jarring suddenness. 
The episode of wild and passionate out- 
burst in the midst of this march seizes 
upon the imagination until its length 
wearies. In his sherzo Mahler 
for a contrast of mood that he jid not 
try to secure in the second movement. 
Here is a “‘ Lindler,’’ an Austrian coun- 
try dance theme of naif tunefulness; but 
its naiveté appears only to be tossed 
about and tormented with strange de- 
velopment and strained harmonies that 
leave little of the pretty and somewhat 
commonplace lustre of the tune. This 


sort of playing with the naif is a prom- | 


inent characteristic of Mahler’s sym- 
phonic writing. There is here and else- 
where in the symphony that uncom- 
promising use of various themes at 
once, in combination, in that crass kind 
of forced union that does duty in these 
days as ‘‘ counterpoint,’’ formerly mean- 
ing the union of themes with euphonious 
results. i : 

The adagiett has more ingratiating 
traits than any of the other movements. 
There is poetical suggestiveness in it 
that the others have not; yet even here 
there is lack of cogency and point. The 
movement seems to have little definite 
issue. The last movement, a rondo, still 
shows the lack of coherent purpose, of 
cohesive thought. There is a fugato of 
considerable extent and considerable in- 
genuity; there is a long climax in a sus- 
tained melody of a chorale-like charac- 
ter. But in this movement, as there is 
in every one of the five that make up 
the symphony, there is much that is dry 
and harsh, and there is interminable 
torturing and reiteration of desultory 
thematic material. Of specific musical 
inspiration it seems, after an hour and 
twenty minutes of demonstration, that 
the composer had little. He gives in 
this work, as he has in others, the im- 
pression of an eclectic anxiously seizing 
and industriously utilizing everything 
that he thinks can contribute to his ef- 
fect. It is not easy to see in it the prod- 
uct of a strong creative impulse that 
must express itself so and would not be 
denied. 

Dr. Muck and the orchestra carried 
through their task with intense con- 
viction and superlative skill. The per- 
formance, considered as such, was little 
short of marvelous. There was much 
applause after it was finished, whether 
it denoted admiration of the music or 
of the achievement of conductor and 
players. Dr. Muck was recalled sev- 
eral times and finally made the or- 
chestra rise to take its share in the 
applause.

REV. SAMUEL W. DIKE DEAD. 


Congregationalist Was Well-Known 
Writer on Marriage and Divorce. 

The Rev. Samuel Warren Dike, a 
Congregationalist clergyman, whose 
writings were partly responsible for the 
formation of the Divorce Reform League 
in 1881, which afterward became the 
League for the Protection of the Fam- 
ily, of which he was corresponding sec- 
retary, died on Wednesday in Auburn- 
He was born at Thompson, 
Conn., 75 years ago, and was graduaved 
from Williams College in 1863. He was 
a student at the Hartford Theological 
Seminary from 1863 to 1865 and was 
graduated from Andover Theological 
Seminary in 1866. 

In 1888 Mr. Dike received the hon- 
orary degree of LL. D. from Williams 
College. He was ordained a Congrega- 
tional minister in 1880 and was pastor 
at West Randolph, Vt., from 1868 to 
1877, and at Royalton, Vt., from 1879 
to 1882. Mr. Dike contributed to many 
periodicals articles on marriage, divorce 
the family and political and religious 
questions. He was a member of the 
American Social Science Association, 
American Academy of Political and So- 
cial Science and the Washington Aca- 
demy of Sciences.

With the receipt of the challenge from 
the Hurlingham Club to the American 
Polo Association, which was the first 
official notification by the leaders of 
the game: here that a match was desired 
for next year, the way was made clear 
for action by the committee which rep- 
resents polo interests in this country, 
to the end that a special session to act 
on the challenge will be held to-day in 
the offices of H. L. Herbert in the 


Whitehall Building. 
The text of the challenge, which was 


gent to William A. Hazard, Secretary 
of the Polo Association, by Major F. 
Egerton Green, manager of the Hur- 


lingham Chub, {s as follows: 

“TI am directed by the committee of 
the Hurlingham Club to send a formal 
challenge to the American Polo Asso- 
ciation to compete for the international 
polo cup in 1914 in the usual series of 


matches and under the conditions set 
forth in the deed of gift relating 


thereto. 

“If convenient to the Polo Associa- 
tion of America, it would suit best to 
play the match not later than June 1, 
to enable the English players to return 
to England in time to compete in the 
champion cup matches, which have been 


fixed to commencé on Monday, June 15, 
the final to be played on Saturday, 
June 20.” 

It is not expected that there will be 
a@ complete representation of the mem- 
bers oF the Executive Committee in at- 
tendance at to-day’s session, but_it is 
anticipated that August Belmont, Harry 
Payne Whitney, and H. L. Herbert will 
be on hand to discuss the various an- 
gles of the ‘defi,’ the chief feature 


of which is centred in the request for 


early playing dates. 

It is known that the Hurlingham 
Champion Cup tournament dates hava 
been set forward one week by the com- 
mittee in charge of that series among 
te fixtures, as in this year’s allot- 
ment 6f dates it was set down for de- 

cision June 23-28. 

It has also been known since the con- 
clusion of the 1913 matches at Meadow 
Brook that the English intended to chal- 
lenge for the trophy for a series to take 

lace next year, and while the chal- 
engers make an appeal that the first 
match in the 1914 tournament be played 
mot later than June i, because of the

That America. must be up and doing, 
even at this stage of the proceedings, 
in an endeavor to properly defend the 
trophy is realized by the members of 
the polo clubs which are associated with 
the governing body, which is confronted 

“with the really serious problem of find- 
ing men to fill the places of several of 
the stars of the last few years, who are 
said to have declared that they would 
not be found in the line-up of any 
matches to come. 

While no confirmation can be had of 
the intended defection from the ranks 
of Harry Payne Whitney, the Captain of 
the winning team in the matches of 
1909, 1911, and this year, it is generally 
thought that he wiil be missing when 
the call is made next Spring for play- 
ers. As it is conceded that it has been 
through his leadership that success has 
attended the efforts of the American 
representatives during the years that 
the ‘‘ Big Four’’ showed their playing 
power, genuine regret is felt among 
followers of the sport that he should 
even contemplate such action. 

In acidition to Capt. Whitney’s ru- 
mored retirement from the competitive 
side’ of the game, it is also stated that 
the Waterbury brothers will decline to 
play again in defense of the cup. 

With three of the “ Big Four’”’ out of 
the prospective line-up for next year, 
only cme of the stars, Devereux Milburn, 
will be: available. It will, therefore, de- 
volve upon the Polo Association to build 
up a tam around Milburn, who is the 
best all around player in the world.

AMATEUR GOLF LIST CUT. 


Only Players Gated at 5 Will Be 
Eligible to Play In Tourney. 


There will be only about half the num- 
ber of golfers eligible, to compete in 
the national amateur championship of 
the United States Golf Association next 
year as there were this year at Garden 
City, for the reason that the Executive 
Committee of the U. 8. G. A. has de- 
cided to limit the field to those rated 
at five or less in the handicap list. 
Heretofore six has been the limit. 

In the last list announced by the asso- 
ciation there were 442 names, with a 
dozen or more additions in the Summer, 
The elimination of the men handicapped 
at six reduces the list, according. to the 
caleulations of last Spring, to 170, but 
there will be quite a few of the men 
at present rated at 6 advanced to the 
five division.

TO GIYE HANDICAPS 


Board of Review Recommends 
Several Changes in Rac- 
ing Rules. 


The Board of Review of the Nafional 
Trotting Association, which has been 
in daily session at the Murray Hill Ho- 
tel since Tuesday, hearing cases that 
came up from harness horse racing, 
completed its work yesterday. The 
board disposed of a few minor cases, 
and the tinal business dealt with a 
number of important changes to the 
rules governing the sport. 

Acting as a Rules Committee, the 
Board of Review considered a number 
of changes in the code, which are to 
be recommended for consideration of 
the joint Rules Committees of the 


American and National Trotting Asso- 


clations, which will be held at Chi- 
cago Dec. 16. The committee asks that 
all horsemen, owners, trotting assocta- 
tions, and publications identified with 
harness racing look into the amend- 
ments and send such criticisms and 


suggestions as may occur to them for 
submission to the committee. 


Chief of these changes has to do with 
the use of hopples. The association has 
tried unsuccessfully to abolish the use 
of the straps, and after its failure had 
established a new departure under the 
rule of time aiiowance, which, if ac- 
cepted, will compel a hoppled horse 


starting in a race to concede three sec- 


onds’ handicap to those not using hop- 
ples. 

Another important change was that 
affecting a horse making a record. Un- 
der the change only the horse winning 
a race shall acquire a record or a bar. 
Time made by other heat winners in 
such a race shall only constitute a 
breeder’s record. The changes adopted 
for approval at the joint meeting at 
Chicago are as follows: 


Rule 6, Section 4, (Time allowances.)——A 
horse with a record shall be allowed one sec- 
ond for each year in which it fails to equal 
or reduce its record or win a race if same 
is claimed by nominator when making entry. 

Rule 5, Sec. 6.—Horses that do not wear 
hopples shall be allowed three seconds in ad- 
dition to allowances in Sections 4 and 5 of 
this rule if they are entitled to same. 

Rule 9, Sec. 4, (Installment plan purses.)— 
An installment plan purse is a race for a 
specified amount to which the nominations 
and payments all of which are forfeits are 
made on a specified date or dates. 

Rule 9, Sec. 5, (Purse or class races.)—Is 
an event to which all of the entries are 
made on the same date and to which one 
payment for entrance fee is required unless 
otherwise stated in the published conditions. 

Rule 27, Sec. 5, (Powers and duties of 
judges.)—Is amended by inserting following 
sentence: Loafing part of the way shall be 
considered laying up. 

Rule 40, Sec. 4, (Records.)—Only the win- 
‘ner of a race shall acquire a record or a 
bar to eligibility in a heat raco. Time made 
by other heat winners shall constitute a 
breeder’s record. 

Rule 40, Sec. 5.—When.a series of races 
are given for one entrance fee and a portion 
of the purse is given for each heat or race 
the Winner of each heat or race shall acquire 
a retord or a bar. 

Rule 49, Sec. 5, (Fines.)—All fines col- 
lected from drivers shal be deposited in a 
special fund for the henefit of crippled or 
disabled drivers. Payment from same shall 
be made by order of Board of Review. But 
in an emergency the President has power 
to act, subject to approval. 

Rule 61, Sec. 14, (Penalties.)\—Any limited 
suspension imposed by judges can be re- 
moved or modified by the President upon the 
recommendation of the judges and member 
on whose grounds the penaity was imposed. 

Of the remaining cases tried, decisions 
were quickly and satisfactorily reached. 
In the case of H. . Luce, Richfield 
Springs, N. Y., and Wilson Burgett of 
Elmira versus M. V. Welsh of Cortland, 
N. Y., the latter was expelled. It was 
found that Welsh had started the bay 
mare Lou Christie, 2:12%, in races held 
at De Ruyter, N. Y., under the name of 
Lena L. Bud Lata, former owner of the 
horse, who disposed of it at the Chi- 
cago sale, was brought from Tekamak, 
Neb., and identified the horse, which re- 
sulted in the expulsion of Welsh. 

8S. S. Bailey of Pleasanton, Cal., who 
paid $250 under protest for his horse 
Leta J., applied for the release of Frank 
Childs, the driver. The application was 
denied, as it was shown that the horse 
was laid up in two heats. 

The board found that in a race at 
Orangeburg, N. Y., on Sept. 14 Kinney 
McGregor, winner of the race, had per- 
formed in the first heat without hop- 
ples and in the remaining heats with 
hopples, thereby being Ineligible to win. 
The board, therefore, ordered first 
money to be paid the horse placed seo- 
ond, second money to the horse-finish- 
ing third, and third money to the fourth. 

The most interesting of the day’s cases 
was the one in which three men were 
involved. In_ a race at Strowbridge, 
Mass., Com, 2:18%, was entered, under 
the ownership of J. L. Powers, under 
the name of Jose A. J. A. Agel, a Boston 
dealer, owned the horse and stabled it 
with Powers. During the race the pacer 
was considered ineligible,and when Pow- 
érs came to the stand in answer to a call 
for the owner and asked as to the 
horse’s breeding, said he did not have it 
with him. This was only done to pro- 
tect the real owner. It was found out 
that Powers was not the owner, and 
both men were expelled.

CHOATE DEPLORES

Tells International Peace Con- 
ference Treaty for Free 
Ships Was Violated. 


URGES HAGUE CONFERENCE 


Declares Wilson, with His Influ- 


ence, Can Induce Nations to En- 
ter Third World Session.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—The Ameri- 
Can Society for the Judicial Settfement 
of International Disputes held its first 
Meeting to-night at the Shoreham Hotel 
under the Presidency of Joseph H. 
Choate, ex-Ambassador to the Court of 
St. James’s. International lawyers of this 
country and Canada make up the mem- 
bership. Spéeches were heard from 
représentatives of both countries. 

Mr. Choate, speaking extermpora- 
heously, advised the members to take 
some definite action urging President 
Wilson to exert his influence with the 
leading nations to bring about a “ third 
Hague peace confererice in 1915." Mr. 
Choate declared that there was grave 
dangér that there would be no moré ih- 
ternati6nal Hague conferences if this 
one were not held, and he said he con- 
Sidered definite action by the United 


States at this time as a matter of 
supreme international importance, 


The Canal Complication. 


Baually significant were the réfer- 
énces Mr. Choate made to the inter- 
national situation facing the United 
States as 4 résult of the discrimination 
in favor of American coastwise shipping 
through the Panama Canal. Mr. Choate 
said that although this legislation was 
advocated by ex-President Taft, hon- 
orary President of the society, and other 
distinguished men, it had raised se- 
rious distrust among foreign nations as 
to the willingness of the United States 
to stafd by its treaties. Mr. Choate 
rested in the negotiations for the 

rafting of the canal treaty when he 
was Ambassador at London. 

“JT think the canal agreement speaks 
for itself,’’ said Mr. Choate, ‘‘and that 
it provides that the ships of all nations 
must pass through the canal on equal 
terms, @xactly as it says. I had some- 
thing to do with the negotiating of that 
treaty. The late Lord Pauncefote was 
in London at that time. He was asked 
by Lord Lansdowne while I was asked 
by Secretary Hay to conduct the nego- 
tiations. We spent hours and days in 
deliberations. 

“T want to say for Lord Pauncefote 
and Secretary Hay that they were two 
of the noblest, truest, and purest states- 
mén on @arth. It never crossed the 
minds of either of them or of myself 
that the treaty ever meant anything 
élsé than exactly what it said. But Mr. 
Taft succeeded in reading something 
élse In, and Congress also did, and Con- 

a passed the law, and he signed the 

ill. 

“Up to this moment,’ said Mr. 
Choate, ‘I have not beén able to ascer- 
tain that afy steps whatever have been 
taken for calling the thitd Peace Con- 
ference. We must assuine, because we 
do not know all the inward things that 
fo on, that the State Department is do- 
ing all that it can. Usually we hear 
something when such things are being 
done, and if a committee were being 
formed in anticipation of a third con- 
ference we would be very apt to hear 
of it. But we have not. 


Wiison’s Foreign Influence. 


“It has been said that cértain na- 
tions are not willing to go into a third 
Hague Conference because they are 
surrounded by an atmosphere of war. 
“hen, for Heaven’s sake, if that: is so, 
lét us get up an atmosphere of peace. 


Again, it has been said that England 
is reluctant to go into a third Con- 
ference until the Declaration of London 
has been approved. That is a matter 
for England to settle. 

** So it seems to me that it is necessary 
to bring pressure to béar upon certain 
nations if we are to have a third Hague 
conference. I don’t know how that will 
be done exactly, Our good President, 
fortunately, seems to be as formidable 
in impressing his views upon and influ- 
éncing foreign nations as upon his own 
people. I am sure that if he would 
give a hint to the effect that the behest 
of the second conferefice is not being 
carried out it would not take much for 
him to induce the nations to act.’’ 

“Possibilities of Judicial Settlement 
as Shown by Practice of Nations,” was 
the theme of W. Renwick Riddell of 
Toronto. Robert C, Smith of Montreal 
discussed ‘‘ The Need and Advantage of 
an International Court of Justice.” 
James De Witt Andrews of New York,

DETINNING | COMPANY SUES. 


German Firm Says Republic Plant 
Violates Its Patent. 


Hubert BE. Rogers, counsel and a 
director of the Goldsmith Detinning Co., 
& $38,500,000 corporation of HEssen-on- 
the-Ruhr, Germany, with plants at 


Chrome, N. J., East Chicago and De- 
troit, announced yésterday at his office, 
60 Wall Street, that suit had been 
brought in the United States Court to 
revent the Republic Chemical Co., of 

ittsburgh, from using the process of 
the Goldsmith company in recovering 
tin from the sheet-iron bodies of used 
tin cans, and for an accounting of 
profits made through its use. 

This is the second suit over. the 
process. In 1909, at the instance of the 
Fatent Office, testimony was taken to 
determine whethér Charles E. Acker, a 
chemist of national repute, who ap- 
plied for patent rights on the process, 
had discovered it before the German in- 
ventors, Dr. Carl Goldsmith and Joseph 
Weber. According to the Goldsmith 
company, the language of AcKer’s appli- 
cation for the patent was copied almost 
verbatim from the applieation of the 
German inventors. In the course of 
the testimony that followed, two wit- 
nesses for Acker testified that he had 
experimented with the process in his 
home and factory at iagara, Falls 
prior to the application of the German 
inventors for a patent. The witnesses 
subsequently withdrew their testimony 
and indictments were found against 
Acker on charges of perjury and at- 
tempted subornation of perjury. Later 
the indictments were dismissed, the 
Court of Appeals holding that inasmuch 
ag a patent case was involved the Fed- 
eral and not a State Grand Jury had 
jurisdiction. The Patent Office re- 
jected Acker’s application for a patent. 

Acording to Mr, Rogers, goeaking for 
the Goldsmith Co., the Tin Products 
Co., of which Acker was a director and 
large stockholder, about @ year ago 
transferred certain patents it owned to 
& new company, the Republic Chemical 
Co., which built a plant at Pittsburgh. 
The Republic Chemica! Co., Mr. Rogers 
said yesterday, had hired a former 
employe of the Goldsmith company, and 
employs now a former foreman of the 
Goldsmith plant at Chrome. 

The Republic Chemical Co. was put 
in the hands of recefvers after th 
failure of thé First-Second Nationa 
Bank of Pittsburgh, which was said to 
have loaned the company more than 
$250,000. Efforts are being made to re- 
organize the company and the receivers 
are now opérating the plant. 


MERRITT CO. BANKRUPT. 


Receiver Named for Construction 
Firm of Missing Supervisor, 


A petition in bankruptcy was filed 
yesterday. against the Merritt Construc- 
tion Company, builders and contractors 
of Tuckahoe, whose President, Henry 


C. Merritt, formerly Supervisor of the 
town of Bast Chester, disappeared last 
October. Judge Holt appointed Augus- 
tus N, Hand receiver. John L. Hays, 
Vice President of the company, was ap- 
pointed receiver in the Westchester Su- 
preme Court on Nov. 12. The petition- 
ing creditors were opposed to him as 
receiver in the bankruptcy proceedings. 
The petitioning creditors are Beals & 
Co. of Buffalo, $726; Iroquois Rubber 
Company of Buffalo, $102, and John F. 
Van Tassel of White Plains, $7. 

It was said that the company had 
contracts with the State for highway 
work at Idvingston Manor in Sullivan 
County and at Lockport, Niagara 
County. The contract price for the Liv- 
ingston Manor work was $146,769, of 
which 93 per cent. has been completed. 
The contract price for the Lockport 
work was $104,653, of which 67 per cent. 
has been completed. At each of these 
places there is machinery, equipment, 
and materials belonging to the company 
to be cared for by the receiver. 

Before his disappearance Mr. Merritt 
was charged with mismanagement of 
funds intrusted to him as Supervisor 
of East Chester, and he was forced to 
resign. At a meeting of the Town Coun- 
cil of Tuckahoe, which is a part. of 
East Chester, it was reported that Mr. 
Merritt's accounts showed that he was 
short $140,000, and that, as only a part 
of this could be collected from Mer- 
ritt’s bondsmen, the town seemed to be 
on the verge of bankruptcy. Mr. Mer- 
ritt was blind in one eye and it is be- 
lieved in Tuckahoe that he is in a sani- 
tarium near this city or that he has 
gone to Europe.

SAYS WORKERS MAKE 
ISSUES OF TO-DAY 


Dr. Schumpeter Asserts That 
the Rule of the Feudal Aris- 
tocracy Has Disappeared. 


SOME SOCIAL PROBLEMS 


We Are Foolish in Showing Sympa- 
thy for Criminals, Columbia 
Exchange Professor Declares. 


Dr. Josef Schumpeter of Vienna, oné 
of Columbia University’s exchange pro- 
fessors for 10918-1914, delivered the first 
of a series of three lectures on ‘‘ Prob- 
lems of Democracy” last night at Co- 
lumbia University’s School of Journal- 
ism. His subject was ‘‘The Working 
Faith of the Social Reformer.” The 
subjects of the ofnér two lecturés, to 
be given on the evenings of Dec. 11 and 
Dec. 18, will be ‘‘ Industrial Leadership 
and Equal Opportunity to All” and 
“Social Discipline and Social Justice.” 

‘““We are not going to talk of prac- 
tical social subjects,’’ said Dr. Schum- 
peter, “that is too wide in its scope. 
We shall simply déal with fundatnen- 
tals. I shall discuss a few of the prob- 
lems that confront the social worker, 
and I want you to clear your minds of 
cant and forget quite a number of those 
stock phrases that every one uses in, 
talking of social subjects. 

“We find that fifty years ago interest 
in social subjects was confined to a 
much smaller class than it is now. As 
we go back through time the stream 
of social thinking, as shown by litera- 
ture, grows smaller and smaller. The 
old social thinkers were very unpopular. 
The ruling classes, the feudal aris- 
tocracy, were never affected by their 
ideas. But times have changed. New 
policies have come in. New ways of 
thinking have manifested themselves. 
A new class has come in. The old ¢elass 
rule Was the rule of the feudal aris- 
tocracy. Now we have a class rule of 
workers. Everything is looked at now 
from the worker’s standpoint, In the 
newspapers the leading issues of the 
day are all considered from the stand- 
point of the worker. <A conservative 
newspaper at the present time would 
hardly dare to consider an issue from 
any other viewpoint. 

‘Let us consider the criminal. We 
are foolish in ovr treatment of him. A 
man of criminal stock kills some_one. 
His casé comes up before a jury. Sym- 
pathy for him is aroused and in some 
countries his chances of getting Off are 
very good. I am not going to make the 
criminal responsible for what he does. 
Of coursé he is innocent. But that doe 
not alter the fact that he must be deal 
with sternly in order that sociéty and 
the generations of the future may be 
protected. Sympathy with the criminal 
is an injustice to society. 

‘The pursuit of happiness for our own 
sakes as well as for others is a mean 
sort of thing. This is the beefsteak idea 
of happiness. More laudable than this 
is self-denial practiced to insuré the 
future progress of our race.” 

Dr. Schumpeter and Dr. Carl Rath- 
gen of the University of Berlin, another 
of Columbia’s exchange professors, will 
be the guests of honors at a Kommers to 
be held in the University Commons on 
Dec. 8 under the auspices of the Deutsch- 
er Verein. Among those present will be 
the Deans from the departments of Co- 
lumbia and representatives from the 
German Socleties of Yale, Harvard, 
Brown, Williams, Wesleyan, Swarth- 
more, and the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. i 


POSTMASTER GIVES HINTS. 


Instructs the Public How to Send 
Christmas Gifts Safely. 


Postmaster Morgan has issued to the 
public a circular of suggestions concern- 
ing the preparation and mailing of 
Christmas parcels. Care will be taken 
to prevent congestion at the parcel post 
windows and to insure an expeditious 
mail service in the holiday season, but 
the Postmaster says the public will 
have to help. Here are a few of Mr. 
Morgan’s suggestions: 

Umbrellas, canes, golf sticks, fishing rods, 
and similar articles should be fastened be- 
tween boards slightly longer and wider 
than the articles enclosed. 

Cut flowers should be placed in boxes of 
wood, tin, or heavy corrugatéd pastéboard. 

Candies in thin pasteboard boxes should 
bé included in outer boxes of Wood, tin, or 
corrugated pasteboard, 

Drawings or paintings when fot flat 
should be rolled atound a stout wooden 
Stick and thén carefully wrapped or in- 
closed in a pasteboard tube, 

Sharp instruments or other articles with 
sharp corners or edges should have the 
points or edges well protected, so as to pre- 
vent damage to other mail matter or injury 
to employes, 

Articles of glass, ¢rockery, Christmas 
toys @asily breakable, glass framed plc- 
tutes, &c., should be carefully packed in 
boxes of metal, wood, leather, or corru- 
gated pasteboard, with sufficient ¢éxcel- 
sior, raw cotton, or similar matter to pre- 
vent the contents from coming in contact 
with atty portion of the box, uch parcels 
should be marked ‘ fragile.’ 

Mr. Morgan cautions the public against 
placing stamps or stickers, other than 
ostagé stamps, on the address side of 
etters as such matter thereby is 
rendered unmailable.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Prices Suffer Setback After 
Making Further Gains—Call 
Money Goes to 8 Per Cent. 


The ease with which prices fell off 
yesterday afternoon under the influence 
of a renewed rise in call money to 8 
per cent. after further substantial gains 
had been made in many parts of the list 
served as a caution signal against a 
too ready resort at this time to stop 
market operations involving any large 
call on money market resources. De- 
spite the setback which the forward 
movement encountered in the last hour 
of trading the general level of prices 
at the close showed some improvement 
over the previous day. Any sober view 
of the stock market must recognize 


that the main facts in the situation have 


not changed in recent days, and that the 
fundamental basis of the improvement 
which has been seen in prices was the 
fact that for the time being, at least, 
prices had discounted the adverse ele- 
ments in the situation. The stock mar- 
ket had talked of its fears so long that 
they had ceased to exert active influ- 
ence against prices. That situation sup- 
plied the basis for just what has hap- 
pened during the last two or three days, 
but the experience yesterday afternoon 
seemed to suggest the wisdom of not ex- 
pecting too much of a market movement 
based upon such factors. On the other 
hand it will not do to ignore the plain 


significance of the discomfiture market- 
wise which has come upon those who, 
when prices were several points lower 
ond when trading had fallen to about 
one-sixth of yesterday’s volume, saw 
nothing ahead but a further decline in 
prices and a still greater restriction of 


operations. 


While to-morrow’s bank statement 
will afford basis for a clearer insight 
into the immediate money market out- 
look the movement of call rates yester- 
day, even after making due allowance 
for the fact that the higher figures 
quoted were not reached until. the very 
end of the day, suggests that progress in 
the rehabilitation of reserves has been 
slower than had been expected, or at 
least hoped for, at the beginning of the 
week. The cash movement has no doubt 
been in favor of New York this week, 
but hardly in sufficient volume ap- 
parently to offset the effect of the large 
gold exports to Canada, and the heavy 
transfer of cash to the Pacific Coast. 
Moreover, the Government’s deposits in 
the national banks throughout the coun- 
try have again been falling off. The 
latest daily Treasury statement at hand 
shows :a decrease of something over 
$2,000,000 in the Government’s deposits 
since Nov. 25. 

The foreign bank statements were not 
altogether favorable, but there was 
nothing in them which indicated any 
reason for abandoning the belief which 
has been held in financial circles in Lon- 
don, as well as here, that the English 
bank will be able to get through the 
balance of the year without advancing 
its discount rate.

ARBUCKLE HEIRS LOSE. 


Pennsylvania Estate to be Reap- 
praised and Pay Inheritance Tax. 


PITTSBURGH, Penn., Dec, 4.—Judges 
of the Orphans’ Court handed down an 
important decision yesterday on the 
ccllateral inheritance tax, in the case of 
Register of Wills William Connor, 
against the estate of John Arbuckle, 
who died intestate on March 27, 1912, 
in Brooklyn, N. Y¥. Mr. Arbuckle left 
a valuable estate in New York and 
Pennsylvania. In this vicinity his prop- 
erty, the state asserts, amounts to he- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. 

Register Connor believes the estate of 
Mr. Arbuckle in Allegheny is subjected 
to the 5 per cent, collateral inherit- 
ance tax and has directed that an ap- 
praisement of the estate be made. The 
estate had already been appraised at 
$956,859, but the register declares tbat 
all the assets were not disclosed during 
the first appraisement. 

The court overruled the Arbuckle 
heirs, who denied the right of the State 
to collect collateral inheritance taxes; 
upheld Register Connor, and ruled that 
a further Ao een eat of the estate 
was justifi 

The State of Pennsylvania would bene- 
fit to the extent of $150,000 by the col- 
lection of the tax.

SUGGESTS A UNION: 
FOR STOCKHOLDERS 


H. A. Scheftel Asks Chamber of 
Commerce to Organize One 
to Protect Business. 


NOW AT MERCY OF RADICALS 


Formed Into an Association, He 
Says, They Could Curb Legisla- 
tlon and Improve Conditions. 


The formation of an association of the 
several millions of stockholders in the 
corporations of the country to combat 
the proposals of radical politicians was 


suggested at yesterday’s meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Herbert A. 
Scheftel, a member of the banking house 


ot J. S, Bache & Co., moved that a com- 
mittee be appointed to “ consider the ad- 
visability of sending a letter to every 
corporation in order to get an expression 
as to the feasibility of forming an or- 
ganization of the holders of stock in the 
railroad and industrial corporations for 
the protection of the business interests 
of the country.” At his own suggestion 
the resolution was referred to the Hx- 
ecutive Committee for its consideration 
and report, » , 

“At the present time,” Mr, Scheftel 
said, in bringing the matter up, “ stock- 
holders in our railroads and in many of 
the industrial companies are suffering 
from adverse legislation, but have no 
way of making themselves forcibly 
heard in protest. These stockholders, 
who represent much of the wealth of 
the United States, have no organized 
method of protecting themselves against 
the activity of politicians, who, with 
very little business experience, hope to 
increase their personal position by at- 
tacking business, 

‘It seems to me that the time has 
come for the o: mganisation in this coun- 
try of the stockholders of the various 
industrial and railroad enterprises for 
the purpose, by a systematized cam- 
peign, of making many of our public 
men realize that they cannot themselves 
be successful unless they work on con- 
structive lines for conservation of the 
rights and interests of stockholders— 
that is, for the protection of the busi- 
ness of the country, 

“Such an organization of stockholders 
would not alone be effective in curbing 
unjust legislation ePrinet the railroads 
and the industria but would serve 
also as a restraining influence on the 
management of the properties owned 
and as a corrective for unwise or ex- 
travagant conduct of the business of 
such corporations. 

“The number of stockholders in cor- 
porate enterprises in the United States is 
computed to be in the neighborhood of 
several millions—a great army without 
leaders whose hundreds of millions of 
dollars’ worth of property, much of it 
owned in small blocks of stock by peo- 
ple of moderate means, is suffering to an 
enormous extent from legislative attacks 
and hostile laws, Dividends, on account 
of which these securities were bough 
are in danger of being reduced or passe 
altogeher, not because of a recession in 
business, but primarily because poli- 
ticians have been piling up restrictive 
laws and forcing from the corporations 
much more than is just and more than 
they can safely afford, 

‘The tendency of the hour is to at- 
tack and tear down what, through years 
of industry and ability, has been labori- 
ously built up. Mr. Howard Hiliott, 
President of the New Haven Road, has 
suggested that the stockholders should 
be heard from by their representatives, 
but hearing from them singly and occa- 
sionally will have little effect. atone 
co-operation is vita] to success, 

“This Chamber, in my: opinion, is the” 
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proper body to initiate a movement to 
organize the stéckholders of the country 
in defense of their own proper y.” 


TO FIGHT GOY. GLYNN’S BILL. 


Chamber of Commerce Finds Work-« 
men’s Measure Too Radical. 


The Chamber of Commerce at its 
meeting yesterday afternoon authorized 
its Committee on Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Legislation to go ahead with re- 
spect to the new bill which Gov. Glynn 
purposes to have introduced at Albany 
next week in accordance with a report 
of the committee adopted last Winter. 
In effect, the action of the Chamber 
yesterday is q straight blow at Gov. 
Glynn's proposed bill. The members 
of the Chamber took their action in the 
belief that Gov. Glynn’s bill is so rad- 
ical that the interests of the employers 
and workingmen alike in this State are 
menaced. 

Edmund Dwight, resident manager 
for New York State of the Employers’ 
Liability Assurance Corporation and 
Chairman of the Chamber’s Committee 
on Workmen's’ Compensation Legisla- 
tion, told the Chamber wherein the 
proposed bill violated the principles for 
which it declared last inter. He 
rapped John T. McDonough, the lawyer, 

wits tor the American Federation 
of Labor, saying: 

** Judge cDonough, counsel of the 
labor unions, has en eavored with much 
success to obscure the real issue by in- 
sistent attacks upon the insurance com- 
panies, because the insurance compa- 
nies have necessarily been ae in 
opposition to his plans. Apparently 
Judge McDonough has produced an ef- 
fect upon Gov. Glynn in this respect, 
and a great wrong is likely to be done 
to employers of labor in this State as 
well as to the vast body of workers in 
non-hazardous employment. 

“The bill violates substantially all of 
the principles for which this chamber 
has already declared.” 

Mr. Dwight then proceeded to give 
details of the provisions of the bill 
which he believes to be contrary to 
proper public policy. He said: 

“The remedies proposed under the 
provisions which we understand will be 
incorporated in the bill are not in all 
cases exclusive remedies, but will leave 
the way open in many cases for’ damage 
suits based on the theory. of negligence. 

“The benefits of the bill are restrict- 
ed to employes engaged in hazardous 
occupations. Ssauardous occupations 
cannot be accurately described or de- 
fined. The benefits to be conferred 
under the proposed bill are so much 
larger than those conferred by laws of 
neig ghboring States that the manufac- 
turers of this State will be put at a 
disadvantage in competition with those 
of other States.” 

Mr. Dwight then went on to say that 
the chamber should instruct its Secre- 
tary or its committee on this subject 
to fight the incorporation in the bill of 
anything contrary to the declarations 
already made by the Chamber of Com- 
merce. He also asked the individual 
employers to express their opinions to 
Gov. Glynn. The Chamber then unani- 
mously authorized the committee to 
fight the provisions in the bill contrary 
to its policy at Albany. 

This is the committee of which Mr. 
Dwight is Chairman, The other mem- 
bers are Frank BH. Law, Waldo H. Mar- 
shall, President of the American Loco- 
motive Company and a Director in 
many other corporations, and William 
Sleane, President of W. & J. Sloane, 
h75 Fifth Avenue, and a Director in a 
number of carpet manufacturing asso- 
ciations, 

The principles which the Glynn bill 
are held to offend were adopted at a 
meeting of the Chamber on Jan. 2 last. 
This set of principles provided that the 
act should be compulsory for both em- 
ployer and employe; that it should cover 
all classes of employment; that the 
benefits should be “‘ just and equitable 
in amount, but not so large as to defeat 
the purpose of the act or become an 
influence in increasing the period of 
disability following ndustrial acci- 
dents '"'; that the remedies provided 
should ‘be ‘‘ exclusive remedies ’—that 
is, that the employer should not be sued, 
for instance, on the old charge of * will- 
ful negligence ''—and that the act should 
fully safeguard the employe against the 
insolvency of his employer, but that the 
employer should not be confined to State 
insurance. 

The fHxecutive Committee, 
James G, Cannon, Chairman, reported 
a resolution indorsing Gav. Glynn's 
policy of a non-partisan commission to 

put Btate departmenis on a basis of 
 tficfency and economy,

THEY ARE HELDTO MATURITY 


And So Pay Full Par Value Plus In- 
terest—President Schenck Calls 


for a Conference. 


The expected opposition from savings 
bank men to the proposal of the sub- 


. Committee of the Van Tuyl Commission 


that such institutions be required to 
maintain surpluses based on the market 
value of their securities has already de- 
veloped, and yesterday officers of sav- 
ings banks in this city received letters 
from President Schenck of the Bowery 
Savings Bank suggesting that they re- 
frain from answering the thirteen ques- 
tions sent to all Trustees by the Van 
Tuyl Commission until after a confer- 
ence. Mr. Schenck acted in his capacity 
as Chairman of Group Four of the State 
Savings Bank Association, and it is 


understood that a meeting, which may 
also include up-State banks, shortly 
will be called. 

The shrinkage in prices of bonds in 
the last few years has resulted in scal- 
ing down the market value surpluses of 
many institutions in this State to a 
point below 10 per cent., and in some 
cases below 1 per cent. The main con- 
tention of those opposed to the compul- 
sory surplus based on market valucs 
fs that savings banks do not market 
tkeir bonds, but hold them until ma- 
turity, when they are paid at par. The 
amortized or investment value, they 
contend, is the real value of their bonds, 
and on that basis they would show am- 
ple surpluses. To establish larger sur- 
Pluses based on market values would 
necessitate lower rates of interest to 
depositors, and this, they say, would 
be unfair to their clientele. 

The question has come up repeatedly 
in the last two or three years, and ef-

The subcommittee 
on savings banks consists of Charles A, 
Miller of Rochester, Chairman, who is 
President of a savings bank; John Har- 
sen Rhoades of this city, who is a sav- 
ings bank Trustee; Elliott C. McDougal, 
a Buffalo banker, and Prof, Joseph 
French Johnson. Mr. Miller was strick- 
en with appendicitis recently, and the 
opponents of the plan for larger sur- 
pluses have complained that the only 
savings bank man on the sub-commit- 
tee is Mr. Rhoades, whom they regard 
as a radical reformer.

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REFORM COTTON TRADING. 


Exchange Members Adopt Three 
Important Amendments. 


Members of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change voted almost unanimously yes- 
terday to accept three proposed amend- 
ments to the by-laws intended to bring 


about important reforms in the present 
form of contract. 

The amendments provide for the sub- 
stitution of a monthly system of fixing 
differences for the three revisions an- 
nually as at present; for vesting the 
Board of Managers with the power to 
change standards of grades, and for the 
elimination of four of the lower grades 
from the present contract. 

In passing these amendments the Cot- 
ton xchange has attempted reforms 
long advocated by some of the leading 
cotton merchants and which are ex- 
pected to-end the movement to enact 
Federal laws to curb operations on the 
Exchange. 


W. L. BEAR & CO. SUSPEND. 


Claims Against Philadelphia Brok- 
erage Firm Under $2,500. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 4.—William 
L. Bear & Co., brokers of this city, 


temporarily suspended to-day pending 
the result of involuntary bankruptcy 
proceedings. A petition was filed in the 
Bankruptcy Court to have William L. 
Bear, individually and trading as Will- 
iam L. Bear & Co., adjudged an in- 
voluntary bankrupt. The amounts

WHEAT. 


Prominence was again given to bullish 
factors in the wheat market, and through- 
out the day the undertone was firm, with 
comparatively little wheat for sale. Values 
moved within a narrow range, but closed at 


the top of the day, with net gains of Sc to 
Sc, There has been a leaning toward the 
pull side of the market throughout the week, 
but while prices have gained 1%c from the 
low point of Monday they have not yet 
made up all the loss of the previous week, 
and at the close last night were about %c 
below the high point of a week ago. The 
foreign markets were generally steady, but 
the foreign news, as a whole, was not of a 
character to inspire much confidence in more 
than a moderate export demand. Export 
bids were fairly liberal, however, and sales 
were reported of 47 loads for export, includ- 
ing a cargo of 30 loads worked for Lisbon 
last Tuesday and not previously reported. 
Private cables were received from Argentina 
reporting recent frosts and containing an es- 
timate of only 84,000,000 bushels for the ex- 
portable surplus in that country, and the 
Buenos Aires market showed an advance of 
¥%c, The continued mild weather over the 
Winter wheat belt was used by the bulls 
with considerable effect, as the plant was 
said to be making rank growth, and there 
were numerous complaints regarding the 
prevalence of insects. The Kansas State re- 
port, however, made the condition of the 
crop in that State 97 per cent., which com- 
pared with 91 per cent. last year, while the 
acreage for the new crop was given as 
8,500,000, an increase of about 11 per cent. 
over last year’s area. An official German 
report made the yield in that country 171,- 
096,000 bushels, compared with 160,240,000 
bushels last year. Receipts at Northwestern 
points were smaller, and the Northwestern 
markets were firm. In the local cash mar- 
ket No. 2 red Winter wheat was quoted at 
$1, elevator, domestic, and $1.01, free on 
board; No. 1 Northern Duluth, 97%c, free 
on board.

COTTON. 


The cotton market continued quiet yester- 
day and prices fluctuated within a range of 
9 or 10 points in response to comparatively 
small orders, with the close quiet net un- 
changed to 4 points higher. There was 
nothing in the talk around the ring or in 
the character of the trading to indicate any 
material change of sentiment with reference 
to either the ginning figures expected on 
Monday, or the Government’s crop estfmate, 


which is scheduled for publication at 2 
P. M. on the _ following iday, and the 
dullness of trade suggested that scattering 
accounts had already been pretty well 
evened up pending the elimination of such 
uncertainties as these reports may represent. 

Rather a more favorable view of the trade 
situation, continued full English spot sales, 
and a falling off in the Southern movement 
appeared the factors responsible for an open- 
ing advance of 5 to 9 points. Active months 
sold about 8 to 10 points net’ higher shortly 
after the call, but the advance seemed to 
reflect nothing more than a light scattering 
demand, and prices later eased off under 
equally light and ttered selling. Busi- 
ness was a shade more active late in the 
day, when there was a little buying on 
rumors that a prominent local statistician 
would issue a bullish crop estimate to-day, 
but last prices were at practically the low 
point of the day. 

Business may have been restricted to some 
extent by the interest taken in the vote of 
Cotton Exchange members on the pro 
amendments of the by-laws, which were al- 
most unanimously adopted. These particular 
changes are not scheduled to go into effect 
until Dec. 1, 1914, and were, of course, with- 
out any influence on the more immediate 
course of prices. According to latest reports, 
the completed figures of one of the Southern 
statistical bureaus show a ginning to Dec. 
1 of 11,980,000 bales, instead of 12,088,000 


bales, 11 rted. Private. es 
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advices from the South were again more or 
less conflicting, but there was not enough 
Southern eailing in any of the markets se 
far as indicat by the day’s reports to in- 
dicate any change in the attitude of holders, 
and spot sales at the leading markets during 
the past week have been unusually heavy. 
The falling off in the movement may reflect 
perty. unfavorable weather conditions in the 

outhwest, but a comparison of the into sight 
movement with ginning returns does not sug- 
gest any greater scarcity of immediately 
available cotton out of sight in the interior 
than was the case last year when the move- 
ment was running heavier.

FINDS MANY KEEN MINDS. 


Dean Keppel Says This Is Colum- 
bia’s Characteristic. 


In his annual report, issued yester- 
day, Dean Frederick P. Keppel of Col- 
umbia, in commenting on the individual 
training and guidance which the stu- 
dent receives, said that Columbia was 


doing probably more than most colleges 
in this respect. 

*““Indeed, we are getting a reputation 
for knowing about our students,” is 
the way Dr. Keppel sums it up, if 
a recent visit from a gentleman to dis- 
cuss the qualifications of a prospective 
son-in-law be any criterion, but the op- 
portunity exists to do far more than 
we have accomplished. 


“TIT am aware that there is a constant 
danger of spoiling students by over- 
handling and coddling, but the way to 
meet this danger is to give not less 
but more attention to the problem. The 
results of the additional care which it 
has been possible to give to the can- 
didates, relatively few in number, shows 
what we ought to be able to do for 
every deserving student. ” 


Dean Keppel finds that Columbia is 
not now, and so far as can be forseen, 
will never be a college of the conven- 
tional type. 

*“*For those who know it best,’? he 
says, “‘to say that it is different 
does not mean that it is less desirable 
for the education of young men, but 
does mean, however, that at Columbia 
the path to increased usefulness lies in 
working out our own salvation in our 
own way and particularly in refraining 
from copying devices or customs which 
Serve to emphasize the merits or to 
ee the defects of other institu- 

The most striking characteristic of 
Columbia to-day, in Dean Keppel’s opin- 
ion, is the number of students who have 
really keen minds. 


“Tt ought not to be necessary,” he 
Says, “to say that the presence in large 
proportion of the boys who have brains 
and who are interested in using them 
adds and does not detract from the men 
who are able to use them—in another 
word, to the richness of college life in 
its, most vital sense. 

We are finding by experience that 
many of our most irritating problems 
are not susceptible of formal faculty 
regulation, or, at any rate, are not most 
satisfactorily solved thereby. The ques- 
tion, for example, of the use of decent 
English in all college exercises would 
seem to need, in the first place, the 
recognition that in a cosmopolitan city 
like New York the number of students 
for whom English is a foreign tongue 
is not inconsiderable, Another task 
which needs individual planning rather 
than faculty action is to bring the men 
of greatest eminence in the university 
into touch with college students, not 
necessarily for an entire course, but 
at least for a few informal talks.” 

It may be possible, according to Dean 
Keppel, for Columbia College to limit 
the number of its students. It is rec- 
ognized at Columbia that the cost of 
providing for students does not increase 
evenly with increasing numbers, but by 
sudden jumps, and in Dr. Keppel’s 
opinion, Columbia College is on _ the 
verge of that stage where any addition 
to its number would increase rather than 
reduce the per capita cost. 
of limitation has been followed success- 
fully at Vassar for years, and it is 
about to be tried at Oberlin.

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BULLETIN ON STORE 
PROBLEMS COMING 


Will Be Issued by Dry Goods 
Association, Giving Informa- 
tion on Many Points. 


DISCUSSES A CAMP PLAN) 


Mail Order Dangers, Trade Abuses, 
and Delivery Questions Will 
Also Be Touched On. 


In the near future the National Re- 
tail Dry Goods Association will send 
to its members a bulletin made up of 
fmportant complaints, questions and an- 
gswers that have come up in the retail 
@ry goods field in the last few months. 

One of the first points touched on 
will be the opinion of a merchant in one 
of the smaller towns on the dangers of 
mail order competition to retailers in 
his class. Says he: 

“The long period of credit extended 
to customers by smal! merchants coupled 
with their lack of opportunity and 
knowledge of how best to buy their 
atock has brought about the opportunity 


for the mail order houses. Through a 
lack of proper business experience these 
merchants do not properly observe the 
three fundamentals in merchandising, 
namely, style, quality and price. 
“For many years small merchants paid 
no: atteniion to their departing trade, 
put each year buying from mail order 
houses has increased until 
from thc remote rural settlements to 
even our large cities. With this mighty 
volume of business pouring into mail 
order houses, what will be their power 
in a few years? Instead of buying from 
our manufacturers they will own them. 


The second item outlines the sugges-| 


tlan of one of the association’s mem- 
bers regarding the work he thinks that 
body should do along the line of elimina- 
ting harmful practices from retailing. 
It follows: 
“We think that the National Retail 
Gouds Assvuciation should conduct 
an active campaign against special dis- 
counts to customers (with exception of 


 -sgharity institutions), especially to min- 


isters, Gressmakers and wholesale cus- 
tomers; also against the returning of 
such goods as blankets, comfortables, pil- 
lows, &c., which are frequently sent to 
homes and used while visitors are being 
éntertained and returned after they 


ve. 

* Another badly abused practice is the 
purchasing of cut glass, table scarfs, 
candle shades, &c., which are used for 
receptions and returned the next day. 
United action on the part of the retail 
merchants might put a stop to the great 
many such abuses which are now being 
practiced.” 

Answer.—This is essentially a matter which 

‘the merchants tn each community can best 
stop by local co-operation. We commend to 
all our members that they lend their efforts 
to defeat these practices. 


Next will come a question that was 
put to the association’s transportation 
Gepartment, which, with the answer 
given, follows: 

Question—'* You sent us your special bulle- 
tin, also a bulletin from the Government. 
There is considerable information in these 
bulletins, but we don’t find the information 
we want. We would like some records per 
annum on gasoline and electric cars, not 
ohly on one car, but various makes; also 
etvar information, such as amount to be 
charged off annually to depreciation, &c. 

**In the bulletin you issued, is given some 
statistics, but you don’t give the date from 
which these figures were derived Further- 
more, these figures do not ook correct to 
the writer—for instance, first item gives the 
cost of running thirty-five wagons as $01,000, 
and the cost of running thirty-one machines 
by the same firm as $70,000, Surely that 
cannot be correct.’’ 

Answer—With regard to your request for 
g@ome records on gasoline and electric cars 
We are mailing you separately a copy of the 
paper issue@ by the Institute of Techno'ogy 
entitled, ‘‘ Notes on the Cost of Motor Truck- 
ing.”’ You will find quoted tn this paper a 
mumber of reports upon both gasoline and 
electric equipment. 

We note that you inquire particularly about 
the amount to be charged off annually for 
depreciation. You will mote that these fig- 
ures range from 10 to 33 per cent. a year. 
As stated In the bulletin of the association, 
the use of the depreciation rate is merely an 
assumption. We would suggest, as average 
figures, a rate of 20 per cent. a year on 
gasoline cars and 12% per cent. a year on 
electric cars. If either type of car ia abused 
the cars will not last the five and eight years, 
respectively, considered in these estimates. 
If the car is carefully operated there is no 
reason for a well-constructed machcine of 
either type not lasting considerably longer 
than those periods. 

Your criticisms of the figures quoted on 
pare three of the association bulletin is 
quite justified by a superficial glance at the 
report of $91.900 a year for thirty-five horse 
Wagons and $70,000 for thirty-one machines 
This is at the rate of $2,600 a year for each 
wagon, which is not an excessively high 
figure for the delivery wagons of some of the 
large city stores. The rate of $2,300 a year 
for the machines may seem a trifle low, but 
I undérstand from Mr. Kenedy, who com- 
piled these figures, that a truck manu- 
facturer was willing to undertake the opera- 
tion of this equipment at such a rate. 


Another question put to the associa- 
tion concerns'» Summer camp for em 
ployes. The following information was 
given out in reply to it: 


Question—‘‘ Some time ago we received 

ur Welfare Work Bulletin, and were much 

terested In the same. We are expecting to 
ruh a Sunimer camp for our people beginning 
ebout July 1 and ending Sept. 1. We have 
sucteeded in getting a farm about eight miles 
away from the city, along a beautiful stream 
and would be much pleased if you would 
give us some details as to how such camps 
@re organized and disoiplined. We will 
probably have from-~- twenty-five to fifty 
persons all the time at the camp, excepting 
oh holidays. when there will be twice this 
number at least.'’ 4 

Answer—One of the most successful camps 
im operation at present ts that of the Boot 
Milis of Lowell, Mass. It all depends upon 
the person in charge as to discipline and guc- 
cess in the matter of entertainment.

SCORE IN DAY'S RUN 


Second Leg of’ 500-Mile Con-

Good fortune was with the eleven con- 
testing cars in the Motor Dealers’ Con- 
test Association’s 600-mile reliability 
run on the second leg of their journey 
yesterday to an even greater extent 
than it had been on the opening day.

The driving on this second 
leg of the three-day contest was of 4 
more safe and sane variety than it had 
been on Long Island the day before, 
where the comparatively open country 
and the splendid roads tempted several 
contestants into bursts of speed which 
led, in a number of instances, to the 
serving of summonses. The roads of 
yesterday’s route were also good in the 
main, but there were some narrow 
stretches and few rough ones, and, for 
this reason, the machines came in for 
rather more of a test than they had 
previously. 

To-day’s run, the final one of the con- 
test, will lead the motorists to Pough- 
keepsie and back, over roads that will 
present still greater problems, although 
they could hardly be called bad. It 
was the plan of those in charge to 
make the first day’s run the easiest and 
let drivers and cars become a bit lim- 
bered up before the most difficult leg 
of the contest. To-day the start will 
be from the Manhattan Automobile 
Club at 7 o’clock, as usual.

SEEK 10 LENGTHEN 
RUNS IN THE SUBWAY 


That Is Said to be the Reason 
Utilities Board Opposes Times 
Square Express Stop. 


TRAFFIC MAN DISAGREES 


it Is Useless to Move Persons 


Beyond Where They Want 
to Go, He Asserts. 


The theory that express stations must 
be far apart regardless of local condi- 
tions, it was learned yesterday, was one 
of the principal reasons for the adoption 
*by the Public Service Commission of the 
plan to have the Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit Broadway express Station extend 
from Forty-seventh Street to Forty- 
ninth Street, instead of from Forty- 
second to Forty-fourth Street. In the 
early stages of the discussion of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit line it was 
proposed to put the express station at 
Forty-second Street, but some of the 
Commissioners, possessed of the long 
express run prejudice, had this plan 
altered. 

In discussing this matter, one of the 
leading traffic authorities of the coun- 
try, who refused to permit his name to 
be quoted, said that it seemed to him 
that the Commissioners had thereby fol- 
lowed the letter of the express service 
theory, and had entirely mistaken its 
spirit. 

“After all,’”’ he said, ‘‘an express 
train is merely a means of transporting 

ersons ag quickly as possible to their 

estinations, and is not an end in itself. 
Every traffic man believes in moving 
traffic forward as quickly as possible, 
but it is useless to move it beyond where 
it wants to go. 

“Now, if you consider the present 
“Broadway expresses of the Interborough 
you will see that they have been routed 
primarily to meet the needs of a single 
congested district, the financial district. 
Everything has been sacrificed to bring- 
ing passengers quickly down to that, 
and as soon as Brooklyn Bridge is 
passed every train stops at every sta- 
tion. Doubtless if they were to run on 
through the less settled parts of Brook- 
lyn they would again skip stations and 
give an express service. 

“But in the case of the B. R. T. 
Broadway line, which will send some 
of its trains through to Queens, the 
commission seeks to depart from the 
principle that the old Rapid Transit 
Board followed with such marked suc- 
cess. It has forgotten apparently that 
from the operator’s point of view the 
Times Square region should be con- 
sidered the end of the line. 

“Trains from the south as they pull 
into Thirty-fourth Street are likely to 
begin to empty and at Forty-second 
4 they will have discharged most 
of their original load. Then they will 
fill up again for the run to Corona and 
Astoria, and practically speaking one 
set of cars will have fulfilled each trip 
a double function, the transportation of 
Brooklyn passengers to the heart of 
Manhattan and the transportation of 
Manhattan passengers to the outskirts 
of Queens. 

‘““So it- would be sound operating pol- 
icy to consider the section of Broadway 
from Herald to Times Square in the 
same light as lower Broadway. It 
would be a savipg rather than an ex- 
penditure of time to put express stops 
at both Thirty-fourth and Forty-sec- 
ond Streets.’’ 

*““What about the rane to stop the 
express trains at both Forty-seventh and 
Fifty-fifth Streets in Seventh Avenue? ”’ 
the operating expert was asked. 

“It's a joke,” he replied. 

When the commission first discussed 
the B. R. T. stations on the Broadway 
line the B. R. T. officials, it was 
learned yesterday, were quite willing to 
take an express stop at Forty-second 
Street running north to Forty-fourth 
Street. It would put them on a _ par 
with the Interborough, which will be 
a hot competitor with them for the 
Manhattan traffic, and would make it 
easy for passengers to transfer from 
the present Broadway _Interborough 
branch to the B. R. T. line. 

There was no doubt that the Interbor- 
ough would have to stop its express 
trains at Times Square, because there 
was the terminus of its shuttle cross- 
town service and its Steinway Tunnel 
line, and it had to agree to another ex- 
press station at Thirty-fourth Street in

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order to serve the Pennsylvania Station, 
since so much has been done by the of- 
ficials of the Pennsylvania Railroad to 
bring about the dual system agreement. 

Chairman Willcox was always in 
favor of making the same two express 
stops on the B. R. T. line, but_he was 
overruled, Some of the other Commis- 
sioners argued the express service would 
fail unless the trains ran for long dis- 
‘tances without a stop, and so when the 
tentative list of stations was published 
the B. R. T. expresses skipped. Forty- 
second Street. It was never understood 
by Chairman Willcox before he left uf- 
fice that the question had been settled 
definitely, and as soon as Chairman Mc- 
Call succeeded him the Broadway Asso- 
ciation renewed its protest to him. Ever 
since then the association has been 
working to have the stations changed. 

County Clerk William F. Schneider 
said yesterday that a subway express 
station at Times Square was just as 
necessary aS an express station at the 
Grand Central. 

“ The Subway has been built a good 
many years,’’ said Mr. Schneider, ‘‘ and 
perhaps there was a pressing demand 
for a dual station at the Grand Central 
at one time. By building a double sta- 
tion at the Times Building the conges- 
tion at the Grand Central and at Seven- 
ty-second Street would be relieved great- 
ly and the chance for accidents would 
be lessened prepertenalere. 

“Tf a count were taken throughout the 
twenty-four hours of the day I am sure 
that it would be found that there was 
at least as much traffic at Times Square 
as at the Grand Central Station. Pas- 
sengers on express trains coming south 
and wanting to get out at Times Square 
frequently continue to the Grand Cen- 
tral Station and then ride backs Those 
traveling north and wanting to get to 
Times Square also eT at the same 
point. Add to these conflicting streams 
of humanity the’ passengers who are 
hurrying for their trains in the two 

eriods of the day when men are com- 

ng to their work and going home from 
it, and the crowds that swirl about the 
station are stifling. 

“T have sometimes wondered if the 
Interborough people are aware that 
many changes have taken place in this 
borough in the last few years, and that 
Times Square has come to be the _ real 
centre of the city for business and pleas- 
ure. I have also wondered whether 
these railroad people really care very 
much for the comfort, the time, and the 
safety of the public. It ought not to 
be a very difficult engineering feat to 
build platforms at Times Square for 
both express and local trains. I am 
sure the Interborough would get a fair 
return on the cost whatever it might be. 
There would certainly be no loss in time, 
for the trains would not have to stop so 
long at the Grand Central if passengers 
did not have to transfer there in order 
to get to Times Square. I hope the sug- 
gested improvement will be made. _i 
believe it to be absoltitely necessary.’ 


FOR SUBWAY CONNECTIONS. 


Board of Estimate and Utilities 
Board to Discuss Plans. 


The Board of Estimate decided yester- 
day to invite the Public Service Com- 


mission to confer with its Transit Com- 
mittee on the question of the connection 
between the present Subway under Park 
Avenue and the new Lexington Avenue 
line. This came up on the receipt from 
the commission of a notification of the 
adoption by that body of a connection by 
way of Fortieth Street. . 

This does not mean that the commis- 
sion has abandoned all hope of obtaining 
the diagonal connection from Lexington 
Avenue and Forty-third Street to Park 
Avenue and Forty-first Street under the 
old hospital site and the Grand Union 
Hotel, but as it has so far failed to 
come to satisfactory terms with the 
property owners for the purchase of the 
easements necessary to the diagonal 
line, it has taken up the Fortieth Street 
route as an alternative, 

Opposition to both these connections 
was voiced on behalf of the Fourth Ave- 
nue Improvement Association by Lloyd 
Collis, its consulting. engineer, He 
wanted the board to adopt a connection 
between the Lexington Avenue and Park 
Avenue lines by way of Thirty-third 
Street, which would provide for an ex- 
press station at Lexington Avenue and 
Thirty-fourth Street. 


TRACE A BOGUS MESSAGE. 


Operator Tells How Milwaukee 
Newspaper Was Victimized. 


The story of a fraud, of which it was 
alleged The Milwaukee Journal was the 
victim in 1909, during the period of the 
active stock selling compaign of the 
Radio Telephone Company, was _ told 
yesterday on the stand at the trial be- 
fore Judge Hunt in the United States 
District Court of James Dunlop Smith, 
Lee De Forest, Samuel E. Darby, and 
Elmer E. Burlingame for having used 
the mails to defraud. 

Mr. Stephenson, United 
States District Attorney, called to the 
stand Grover Sexton, who in 1909 was 
city, editor of the newspaper. He de- 
scribed the arrangements which he made 
with De Forest and Raymond Bell of 
the Radio Telephone Company whereby 
he believed wireless telephone messages 
would be received in the newspaper of- 
fice from Chicago. He asserted that a 
news message actually was received from 
Chicago and that a receiving instrument 
was installed in the library of The Mil- 
waukee Journal office. 

When he was asked if he knew that 
the purported Chicago message was bo- 
gus and that it did not come from Chi- 
cago, Mr. Seton said that he did not 
know. 

Miss Annie M. Devine, a stenographer 
in the Milwaukee newspaper office, said 
that she had received the message in 
the Journal office. It was supposed ‘to 
have come from Paris, and it said that 
Count Boni de Castellane, former hus- 
band of Anna Gould, soon would visit 
the United States, 

Then Clayton H. Garst, a_ wireless 
operator in the employ of the Great 
Lakes Radio Telephone Co., testified 
that he was in the Railway Exchange 
Building a few blocks distant from 
the Milwaukee Journal office. 

The Castellane message was handed to 
him and he transmitted it t6 the news- 
paper. He did not know, he said, that 
this message had come from Chicago, 
and he had no idea that it had been 
represented as originating in Paris until 
he saw the first edition of The Mil- 
waukee Journal about noon: that day. 

Garst denied that he had ever re- 
ceived wireless telephone messages in 
Milwaukee from Chicago, and he said 
that he never had sent a wireless tele- 
phone message to either of the two craft 
on the great lakes, which were equipped 
with the wireless telephone apparatus. 

Mr. Stephenson then offered in evi- 
dence letters sent by De Forest to the 
defendants Darby and Smith. ‘That to 
Darby ran: 

Hotel Charlotte, Milwaukee, May 17, '1909. 

Dear Capt. Darby: We have telegraphed 
both ways between Chicago and Milwaukee 
and the papers have telephoned (!) —— a 
performance we hope to duplicate shortly.

TWO TRAINS CRASH 
IN THE SUBWAY 


Passengers Are Frightened, but 
Steel Cars Save Them from 
Serious Injury. 


FIRST MISHAP OF ITS KIND 


Motorman Says Signals Failed to 
Register Properly, but He Is Sus- 
pended Pending an Inquiry. 


Two ten-car Subway express trains 
bound uptown—one from Brooklyn and 
the other from the South Ferry Station 
—collided at 10:50 o’clock yesterday 
morning south of the Bowling Green 
station. The passengers were fright- 
ened, but none was injured seriously. 

According to General Manager Frank 
Hedley of the Interborough, the train 
from South Ferry, a Broadway express, 
had the right of way. After leaving the 
Bowling Green station on the down- 
town trip South Ferry trains stop at 
South Ferry, and then take a loop which 
brings them back to the Bowling Green 
station for the uptown trip. Trains 
from both South erry and Brooklyn 
pass over a common track to Bowling 
Green station from a puint 250 feet 
south of the station. All but two of 
the cars of the express from South 
Ferry had passed the switch there when 
the train from Brooklyn, an express 
bound for the Bronx, came along. Its 
first car crashed into the next to the 
last car of the South Ferry train with 
such force that the forward truck of the 
Brooklyn train was derailed. The pas- 
sengers were thrown from their seats 
and the power was shut off so that the 
lights went out. 

The fact that the first car of the train 
from Brooklyn as well as the car it 
struck were of steel, prevented a more 
serious accident. The cars were not 
damaged badly, where wooden_ cars 
would have been wrecked. Mr. Hedley 
made this statement: 

“he train from South Ferry was 
coming around the Bowling Green loop 
and.-had the right of way. The signals 
and switches were right. The motor- 
man of the train from Brooklyn says 
the distance signal was a caution and 
that the home signal turned red just as 
he appeared in sight of it and he could 
not stop before bumping into the other 
train. This statement I make regard- 
less of any published reports. It is all 
we know about the accident, and I can- 
not enter into any dispute with reports. 
The:'service from Bowling Green was 
resumed at 11:40 and the entire service 
was running on schedule time at 12:30,” 

The Subway equipment includes an 
automatic trip which locks the brakes 
of a car if it overruns the danger signal 
at any point. Why this failed to check 
the train from Brooklyn in time if the 
signal was set against it will be inves- 
tigated. Charles W, Ellis of 426 East 
149th Street, motorman of the train from 
Brooklyn, was suspended pending an in- 
quiry. John Quinn, motorman of the 
— train, was exonerated by Mr. Hed- 


le 

Péwer was turned on after the acci- 
dent. long enough for the train from 
South Ferry to pull into the Bowling 
Green station and empty its passengers. 
The’ other train was unable to proceed 
because of the damage done to its truck 
and the third rail. As a result the pas- 
sengers were forced to climb down into 
the Subway tube and make their way 
along slowly in the darkness to the 
last car of the other train, through 
‘which they climbed to the station plat- 


form.
